ANOTHER PECULIAR FEATURE OF HEW 
YORK LIFE. 


How Some People Manage to Live 
Cheaply and Keep Up 
Appearances.

N ew York, November 24, 1889. 
Now and then one may meet a colored 
man or boy having in one hand a basket, 
in the other a handle which is the con­ 
necting link that keeps together a number 
of oblong tin pans or dishes or boxes (call 
them what you will) fitting closely one 
above another. The New Yorker passes 
on. It is one of the wonders on every 
hand and repetition prevents surprise. A 
surmise may perhaps cross the brain as to 
what good cheer may be thus borne along, 
as to whence it came and whither it may 
go. For long journeys, Sambo hails a car, 
and while rattling along one may also see 
some cart bearing the sign: “--------------> 
Caterer.” 
It is not, however, of caterers who pro­ 
vide supper parties, etc., that I write. It 
is of the class who carry breakfasts, lunches 
or dinners to one or more private individ­ 
uals who, tired of everything, experienced 
and submissive, have settled down to live 
as they can, not as they would. 
Those who provide them are exclusively 
of the African race, or more accurately, who 
display an African tiuge in their com­ 
plexions. The business is as completely in 
their hands as that of whitewashing. The 
question seems absurd and it would appear 
most unnatural were any but Sambo to 
supply the daily needs of persons who, as 
1 have said, have composed themselves to 
anything. 
’Tis a carious phase of life—this cater­ 
ing. Curious why meals should go bump­ 
ing over cobble stones for a mile or two, he 
lugged along car routes, toted (the old 
Southern w rd seems to fit in just here) 
through pelting rains, through 6lush or 
over slippery ice or heaped np snows. How 
much more reasonable to be provided for 
in the house where one lives or from next 
door, or at all events, from the nearest 
place at hand. So it appears on paper and 
in theory. Practice says differently. Prac­ 
tice is always respectable and its voice 
worthy of hearing. 
Of meals taken in the house where one 
lives, an article has already been written— 
a most unsatisfactory one, which pretending 
to treat of the subject, gave it’up as un­ 
beatable, and ended by leaving the reader 
more mystified than ever. One deduction, 
however, might have been drawn and it 
was—don't. 
Meals from next door are indeed fre­ 
quently taken. Bat imagine a woman 
getting on street clothes three times a day 
and going out in all weathers! To a man, 
the world of restaurants, hotels, and every­ 
thing in general is open, and wherefore, 
then, should he go pottering in and out of 
next door or any near-by-door basements. 
1 do not deny that there are both men 
and women who live in one house and eat 
in another. They have always been curi­ 
ous objects of speculation, and I have won­ 
dered what they were made of—especially 
the women. These daily perigrinations 
pay of course, or they would not he taken. 
They pay in the sense of saving, hut why 
it should be cheaper to pay rent in one 
domicile and table board in another, than 
to manage it all under one roof, is a prob­ 
lem 1 have never solved. Yet the fact re­ 
mains, and human beings potter twenty- 
one times a week, to save those extra dol­ 
lars.The average woman who has foresworn 
boarding and cannot keep house in a regu­ 
lar way, either makes up her mind to sur­ 
reptitious and irregular cooking, or if not, 
then of what advantage to her skirts and 
shoes and bonnets, to have meals come to 
her. A man if devoted, as in the first 
ardor of courtship, may share them with 
h er; or a man of more excellent temper 
than any I have encountered may do like­ 
wise. Or a man to whom a dollar is a 
dollar may share those meals on the score 
of cheapness. 
But in general, where catering comes in 
as a feature, men had best go out. Women 
being by nature more yielding, more 
“handy,” will twist and turn and accom­ 
modate themselves to the peculiarities of 
this mode of life. Above all, they will 
endure alm ost anything rather than be 
pestered to go out. 
Therefore, if conscientious, the woman 
unfolds a lot of papers and spreads them 
over the landlady’s carpet, lest the rim of 
grease which generally marks the resting 
place of that tin can should be a perpetual 
reminder of hot cans. 
Therefore she 
spreads papers over the white tablecloth 
to protect it from the little dishes placed 
upon it. It strikes me at this moment, 
too, that I ought to describe those dishes, 
yet I shrink from the task. A man, 
should he peruse these lines, might imag­ 
ine some battle-worn flag, the worse for 
many au encounter: a woman may recall 
soma stray bit of crockery about the 
kitchen, which has been thumped and 
bumped and burned In ovens and burned 
over again 1 ens of times, and set on 
ranges and had other adventures in addi­ 
tion, and been coarse enough and strong 
enough to stand it all. Caterer’s dishes 
look like that. They need to look like it, 
for what do they not endure? Everything; 
since every time they go out, they must go 
out smoking hot. 
Heat, however, hurts only the dishes; it 
is the pot-pourri on their outsides which 
would hurt the table cloth and does hurt 
the papers. In one way or another more 
or less of what is on the inside may get 
outside by the time a destination is reached 
and acts not infrequently as a compound 
which pastes the dish on the paper so that 
she who would have the dish come to her 
must contrariwise go to the dish. 
A tidy woman can, of course, reject with 
disdain those weather-beaten platters and 
have her own, making deft transference 
and setting them on her snowy cloth, pre­ 
sent a meal fit for the fastidious. True; 
but think then of the extra dishes to be 
washed afterwards. Provided the woman 
has time, they are not to be thought of, 
but simply washed. I can, however, 
hardly imagine a woman with time living 
in this wav, but with such mighty ele­ 
ment all crooked things can be made plain 
and rough places smoothed. 
I write of those who have not time, and 
for them comes in the caterer in more 
Senses than one.

Such must atone, by sublimity of 
thought, for actual fact and let imagina­ 
tion supply what is denied in this bard 
world of reality. History records the 
story of Marion in the swamps, who of­ 
fered his British visitor a meal of sweet 
potato served on pi ae bark. Might there 
not have been a halo about those hark 
plates that could put china to shame ? I 
think so. 
YVhat high aspirations, what self-sacri­ 
fice may not lie at the root of the matter, 
and invest the woman’s apparent negli­ 
gence with an aurora! I know a lady 
journalist, reared in so great tenderness 
that she scarcely set the sole of her foot 
upon the ground. Here she has entered 
the arena with men and overcome. Out 
in all weathers, she returns home drip­ 
ping, or a tired brain reacting on a body 
unused to hardship, renders her often by 5 
o’clock a poor tired thing. But she makes 
monev, and were a surplus expended on 
herself she could live in orthodox and 
outwardly refined fashion.

wife. Thev were former slaves, and now 
she divides with them, bound by no 


tie but a lofty and delicate sense of obliga­ 
tion. Yet the rude 5 o’clock meal over 
(shared, for economy’s sake, by another 
busy woman), an hour’s repose and a 
change of dress brings her out a trans­ 
formed being—once more fascinating in a 
social way—her inexpensive apartment set 
off with feminine taste and a Mecca to 
bright spirits like herself. What sharp 
transitions in her life! Yet no more, per­ 
haps, than many another. 
Then judge not hardly she who fights a(' 
battle for a livelihood against her sex’s 
weakness, to say nothing of corsets, hustles 
and draggling skirts. She does her best; 
and if she eats in gypsy fashion, blame 
her not. 
I think, too, there is a flavor of almost 
romantic expectation as one sees cover 
after cover lifted off, and the little meal 
come forth. Very good things may ap­ 
pear—a delicious omelette; a couple of 
nicely broiled chops; roast chicken, done 
to a turn. Very bad things, likewise, may 
come—overdone steak, now and then a 
stale one; perhaps uneatable potatoes, 
swimming in grease. ’Twere too long to 
particularize, while the “man and brother” 
who delivers, has sometimes a childlike 
way of forgetting to leave such stand­ 
ard articles as bread, butter or milk, or 
of carrying away some dish intended 
for the customer at hand, or vice 
versa, leaving what manifestly is in­ 
tended for somebody else. Coupled then 
with a perennial uncertainty as to what is 
to be brought, is the neceseity for vig­ 
ilance. 
But looking at it in the right way, even 
these features are not wholly unobjection­ 
able. They prevent monotony and cause 
one to appreciate good things when one 
gets them. When good things are not 
gotten, are there not groceries and bakeries 
and butcher shops around the corner, or 
even delicatessen establishments where all 
sorts of things can he had ready cooked? 
These last suggestions, however, will 
manifestly fall flat, so far as a man is con­ 
cerned. Exacting, unconqnered creatures 
that men are, they of course must sit down 
to a table where all things are as they 
ought to he, or surrounding existence is 
made aware of the fact. It is in general 
the woman who will make this thing do 
instead of that thing, or that thing in­ 
stead of this, and catering is usually, 
therefore, a woman’s way of getting along. 
If in her necessitous weakness she eats 
from those terrible little dishes, she finds 
afterwards some befitting place to put them 
away from mice and roaches till the next 
meal, when the caterer takes them off She 
hangs them out of the window in a basket 
or tucks them away somewhere out of 
harm’s wav. 
Her own knives, forks, 
spoons and plates are washed quickly and 
carefully ; the papers are disposed of, the 
cloth folded away, the room tidied up, and 
by 8 o’clock she is ready in another way 
to beautify existence. ’Tis woman who 
strews flowers in life’s path, and without 
her the caterer would go out of existence. 
I write of “she.” I ought to write of 
“they.” Meals sent to one person are not 
especially cheap. They are cheap when 
taken by one and shared by two, or taken 
by two and shared by three. The class of 
caterers to which reference is made charge 
from $6 to $7 per week for two 
meals a day served (ostensibly) 
to 
one person it being expected that 
enough shall remain over for the third 
meal. There is almost enough for the 
subsistence of two persons. The usual 
price lor meals taken at an ordinary 
boarding-house is $5 per week, and it can 
lie seen at a glance which mode of life is 
the cheaper. 
Then, too, there is more liberty as to 
hours. The regulation from 7 to 9 break­ 
fast, the 12 to 1 lunch, or the 6 to 7 
dinner, 
counts for nothing. 
Mea!s 
can be ordered for any hour within reason. 
True, the caterer’s ideas as to time are al­ 
ways rather vague, and a half hour does 
not disturb his equanimity. A woman 
will make allowance and take up 
her knitting or play the piano, or go 
to sleep, or anything consistent with 
forbearance. A man will not. He will

FASHIONS OCT OF FAVOR. 
We now read of receptions and funerals 
with the same morbid interest in the soci­ 
ety columns of some of our best newspa" 
pers. 
In several instances the name of 
the widow of the dead man is placed at 
the head of the list of “prominent” per­ 
sons attending the ceremony. “Among 
those present were Mrs. So and So.” How 
grimly grotesque. 
And when an old club man, worn out 
by excesses and dissipation, gives up the 
ghost, a high-priced quartet, secured for 
the occasion, warble, “Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” bursting into exulting climax at 
the close as if triumphing over the victo­ 
rious release of some noble saint. Or, 
“Abide with Me” is selected, or, “Lead, 
Kindly Light,” which is audaciously blas­ 
phemous under the circumstances. Mourn­ 
ing garb is often a grateful protection from 
publicity, but to what a conventional cli­ 
max even this is carried. If really pros­ 
trated by grief how are we to be expected 
to stand up and be “fitted” for gowns, 
wraps and bonnets of the latest style and 
the appropriate depth of woe and added 
trial for aching head, weary feet and sor­ 
rowing heart? Often the best lessons to 
be gained from affliction are lost in a mass 
of crape, and what hypocrisy is sometimes 
smothered beneath its folds. 
Wishing to imitate the rich, see the 
poor widow wasting the small sum left in 
the savings bank for showy mourning and 
a score of carriages that her friends may 
enjoy a jolly drive at her expense, while 
she is trying to honor the “corpse.” And 
those who are refined and cultivated, and 
cramped by scanty incomes or starvation 
salaries—how difficult, how unwise, for 
them to follow the fashion in such matters. 
That the family is expected to sit up­ 
stairs, away from their loved one, during 
the hymn and prayer, seems as unnatural 
as for the men to be expected to stand 
upon the damp ground, with uncovered 
heads, in snow or rain during the prayer 
at the grave. How I dislike the current 
phrase, “viewing the remains,” glibly 
uttered by the cheery undertakers, think­ 
ing of his big pay and endeavoring to look 
melancholy. That dear face, so lately 
wreathed with smiles or flashed with sym­ 
pathy ; that form so familiar, so impossi­ 
ble to think of without life, called the 
“remains.” That may do for the prosy, 
dust-covered sermons of some worthy old 
divine of past generations, though I be­ 
lieve he would object to it. As now used, 
it is simply abhorrent. 
Nor do I believe in two years of sable 
gloom or enforced solitude. Look at the 
dismal figures seen every day upon the 
streets, in the cars, in church, swathed in 
hopeless black, the faces even entirely 
shrouded by a long, heavy 815 or 820 veil, 
shutting out sunshine aud air, dangerous 
to eyes, complexion and health, and giv­ 
ing every passerby a chill. If one ventures, 
after rnc’ths of torture, to throw back the 
veil, how it drags oft the bonnet, pulls 
down the hair, piercing the heads with 
pins askew, and the unhappy being is 
jerked about until the neck is nearly dis­ 
located by those who are trying to get by. 
Retiring from the world is often a self­ 
denial or a burden. 
The reporters speak 
of Mrs. So and So, as “obliged to with­ 
draw” invitations for dinner or dance be­ 
cause a father or husband has had the poor 
taste, not to say bad manners, to actually 
die in the height of the season. But the 
really bereaved should not be left in 
awful loneliness. 
The piano is closed, 
music would he a discordant sacrilege; yet 
the departed may be enjoying heavenly 
harmonies. 
The blinds and draperies 
shut out all sunshine, because in heaven 
there is no night. 
W hat is imperatively 
needed—cheerful society, new occupations, 
amusements, taking the mind into new 
channels—all this is peremptorily denied by 
fashion and Mrs. Grundy, and so there is 
nothing left but to go over and over again 
the harrowing details, the useless regrets, 
until many are on the brink of insanity. 
When 1 am shocked and grieved by the 
sight of a familiar name in the column of 
“deaths,” it is painful to see “please omit 
flowers,” as if the family feared an invasion 
of gigantic and hideous floral designs. The 
word “omit” would seem to indicate that 
there had been a chronic tendency among 
their friends in that direction. 
Flowers 
sent hv loving and sympathetic friends, 
because they are sympathetic and long to 
show it, ought never to he unwelcome and 
formally forbidden. 
W hat can one do? 
A card is perhaps better with a few words, 
certainly more agreeable than a note of 
condolence, so difficult to compose, so un­ 
satisfactory when finished, with its ex­ 
asperating truisms, as “words are inad­ 
equate,” “Time is the great healer,” 
“Providence is inscrutable,” etc. Job with 
all his trials got no letters. 
If we broke fewer laws of health and 
morals Providence would not seem so in­ 
scrutable. For many commit unconscious 
suicide. And if we really believed what 
we profess to believe, death would not be 
so terrible a guest; rather a blessed friend 
to lead to something far better than we 
even dreamed. “If it were not so I would 
have told you.” 
THE PROCESS OF DISINFECTING CLOTHING. 
Clothing which requires being disin­ 
fected should be submitted for about three 
hours to a temperature of 250 degrees in a 
chamber charged with sulphuric fumes 
from a large quantity of sulphur. The 
chamber should be so constructed as to 
prevent the fumes from passing out. No 
germs can stand this. After a room has 
been used by a person sick with any con­ 
tagious disease, it becomes necessary to dis­ 
infect it before it is fit to be used again. 
This is done by removing and burning the 
paper on the walls, removing the bed­ 
steads and other furniture and exposing 
them to the air and wind, and giving them 
a fresh coat of varnish; by having the mat­ 
tress made over again and the hair boiled; 
by burning in the room three pounds of 
sulphur, and by painting and papering the 
room anew. 
TO MAKE FROSTING. 
Every little while someone asks me 
how to "make frosting. 
Personally I have 
no trouble in making frosting or icing, 
and I make little work making either. 
Be sure to have a fresh egg and have it as 
cold as possible. Sprinkle a tiny bit of 
salt on the white of the egg, and with an 
egg-beater beat to a stiff froth. If the egg 
is beaten right there is no need of the 
frosting not being good. Add three table- 
spoonsful of sugar and beat well together. 
I do not think' I am over three minutes 


making this frosti ig. Spread over your 
cake and set in the oven just a minute. 
A delicious frosting is made by beating a 
cupful of sweet cream to a froth and add­ 
ing just sugar enough to sweeten. This 
is very nice for a Washington pie, hut 
must be eaten the day it is made as the 
cream has a rancid taste if kept longer. 
If you fail on the above or want an icing 
instead of a frosting, here is one I am 
sure will not fail you if you follow direc­ 
tions. Soak one teaspoonful of Cox’s gela­ 
tine in one tablespoonful of cold water one 
half hour. Add two tahlespoonsful of boil­ 
ing water, stir until the gelatine is dis­ 
solved, then add one cupful of sugar, beat 
well together. Let it set a few minutes to 
cool and spread over your cake. If you 
wish delicious chocolate frosting add 
melted chocolate to either of the above. 
NOVEMBER BREAKFASTS. 
If one can send the workers away each 
morning to their daily toil fortified by a 
substantial and satisfying breakfast, she 
has gone far towards insuring to them a 
comfortable and prosperous day. It is said 
that an appetite for breakfast is one of the 
surest indications of good health. And 
perhaps it shows how few people are in 
fine physical condition, with easy diges­ 
tion and steady nerves, that so few bring 
to the first meal of the day any real desire 
for food and a relish for it. There is all the 
greater need, therefore, that this meal be 
made inviting as well as nourishing. And 
these late autumn days, with their keen 
air, which by its incitement to action so 
wastes the vitality, make the need even 
more urgent. 
A good breakfast, to he prepared easily, 
must be planned anti provided for before­ 
hand, and over night. This is one of the 
trite maxims of good housekeeping, but it 
is often forgotten, and breakfast-getting 
therefore becomes a dread and a burden. 
In every case where early breakfasts are 
imperative, oi where the housekeeper is 
fond of morning naps, all possible prepar­ 
ations should he made the night before. 
Of course, kindlings will he made ready, 
and of course the tea kettle and coffee pot 
are at hand and cleaned. Besides these, 
the table ought to he set, the coflee meas­ 
ured, the potatoes pared and sliced for 
warming or chopped for hash, oatmeal 
cooked tender to he heated again, and 
bread sliced for toasting, if toast is in­ 
tended. W ith varying tastes aud appe­ 
tites, the morning hill of fare even for 
households in kindred circumstances, and 
whose members follow the same occupa­ 
tions, will differ widely. 
Each family 
must be a law unto itself. But it ought to 
he so tempting, if possible, that the most 
fastidious member cannot resist its attrac­ 
tions, substantial enough to satisfy him 
whose work is hardest and whose exposure 
severest. Such a result is secured, not so 
much bv sorts of food, or by any purchase 
or manufacture of novelties, but by a wise 
use of the staples, and the introduction of 
a sensible variety of diet. 
For a family of five persons, take two- 
thirds of a cup of ground coffee, made not 
too tine, wet it thoroughly with the white 
of an egg and a little water, put It in a 
clean, hot coffee-pot and pour upon it the 
usual quantity of boiling water. Let it 
boil five minutes, then take from the fire, 
settle by pouring out a lialf-cupful of it 
and turn it hack again into the coffee-pot, 
and it is done. 
The next essential is some palatable 
form of bread. It is a good rule not to set 
forth for breakfast, if it can be avoided, 
anything that remained from supper or 
appeared on the supper table, in the same 
form as it then appeared. This is es­ 
pecially applicable to the bread. If cold 
bread must be used or is preferred, let a 
little skill transform it. Biscuits dipped 
lightly in cold water and then put for a 
few minutes in a hot oven, are very like 
freshly-baked bread and are more digest­ 
ible. Toast in some form will rarely he 
refused; dry toast for a stand-by, or, if 
one’s time is limited, soft buttered toast if 
that is liked or any one objects to crusts ; 
cream or milk, if such are obtainable; 
German, if time and strength permit. 
Buttered Toast—Toast lightly thin, even 
slices of bread, dipping each slice as it 
comes from the toaster into a dish of hot 
water into which is dissolved a half-tea- 
spoonful of salt. Lay on a hot plate, but­ 
ter liberally and serve at once. 
Eggs on Toast—Prepare a sufficient 
number of slices as above, and place on 
each a dropped egg, cooked lightly in boil­ 
ing water, salted very lightly. Carry to 
the table at ODce. 
Milk Toast.—Toast a goodly number of 
slices and arrange in a deep dish. Put 
into a sauce-pan about a quart of fresh 
milk and stir into it two tablespoonfuls of 
sifted flour made into a smooth paste with 
a little milk. Stir constantly till it boils; 
add a little salt and small pieces of butter, 
and pour over the toasted bread. 
Cream Toast.—The bread for this may 
be cut a little thicker and should he toasted 
very evenly. Salt each slice lightly and 
moisten each well with sweet cream, add­ 
ing an extra spoonful to each just before 
serving. 
German Toast.—Beat together one egg, 
a pinch of salt and a large half-pint of 
milk. Have the sauce-pan hot, and put 
in it a small piece of butter. Dip each 
slice of bread in the mixture, then brown 
well in the buttered sauce-pan, adding but­ 
ter, of course, for each slice, or, if needed, 
as each slice is turned. Serve hot. 
If the oven heats readily, it is not hard 
to have hot rolls, biscuits or drop cakes. 
Flour can be sifted, mixing measured, and 
hread-tins or roll-pans buttered the even­ 
ing before.

CAREER OF THE FAVORITE MINSTREL, 
DAVE S. WAMBOLD. 


Demand for New I’laya — Irving aa a 
Clown—Unsafe Theaters—Foot- 
light Flashes—Etc. 


Dave S. Wamhold, the favorite old-time 
time minstrel, is dead. 
He was 
born in 
Newark fifty years ago. An elder brother, 
James, who was a noted baujoist, is prob­ 
ably responsible for the development of 
Dave’s fondness for the stage. When a 
small hoy his parents 
had difficulty in 
keeping him at school, as he was 
wont to 
play truant and get up minstrel perform­ 
ances among his companions. His first ap­ 
pearance as a professional was at Charley 
W hite’s old Melodion, on the Bowery, 
New York, where he appeared as a song 
and dance artist. Even then his fine tenor 
voice attracted considerable attention. He 
steadily developed great vocal powers, al­ 
though possessing no musical education 
He sung naturally, and so keen was his ap­ 
preciation of sound, it is said, that he could 
not only commit the words of a song, but 
also retain the melody of the composition 
in his mind after hearing the music played 
over once. In 1856 Wamhold went to 
England and signed a contract to sing un­ 
der the management of l’ony Moore, the 
father-in-law of the English pugilist, Char­ 
ley Mitchell. Moore afterward formed a 
combination with Collins and_ Ditter, two 
English managers, and with \\ ambold as a 
star thev planned a tour of England. 
Wamhold quarreled with Collins over a 
game of billiards, and in the heat of pas­ 
sion he struck his manager over the head 
with a cue and then resigned from the 
compauv and returned to New York. 
W h ile in London Wamhold had the dis­ 
tinguished honor of being invited to sing 
before the reval family. 
He accepted the 
invitation and was personally thanked in 
a letter from Queen Victoria. 
Returning to New York he remained a 
short time and then drifted to Sau Fran­ 
cisco. In 1862 Tom Maguire, now of New 
York, but then the great theatrical manager 
of the Pacific coast, organized the San 
Francisco Minstrels, composed of Wain- 
bold, Ben Cotton, Billy Birch, Charley 
Backus, Joe Murphy and others. They 
played for a long period at Eureka Hall, 
doing a tremendous bnsiness. \\ ambold s 
songs, “Write a Letter to My Mother,” 
“Oh, Mother Dear” and “An Absent 
Brother,” made him a great favorite on 
the coast, and be was conceded to he the 
most popular man in San I rancisco. A 
few years later the minstrel combination of 
Birch, Wamhold, Bernard and Backus 
opened at 5S5 Broadway, New York, and 
remained there for several years. On the 
night set for the opening performance at 
this theater it rained heavily, and tenmin- 
utes before the curtain went up the hall 
was emptv. Wamhold refused to black up 
for the performance, and swore at a furious 
rate because he had put his money into a 
venture that gave such little promise of 
success. By 8 o’clock the hall was jammed 
with people. Wambold rubbed on the 
cork, and as he stepped before the foot­ 
lights he was given a genuine ovation. 
After leaving this house Wambold was on 
the road for several seasons. He retired 
from the stage about nine years ago, and 
since then has been a great sufferer from 
rheumatism and spinal trouble. 
To Dave Wambold is due much of the 
refinement that surrounds the minstrel 
performance of to-day. He did away with 
all the vulgar jokes that characterized many 
of the old-timers, and made the perform­ 
ance of the San Francisco troupe a model 
of its kind. Aside from his singing Wam­ 
bold was a clever comedian, and in some of 
the afterpieces, in which he appeared in 
the original role of a blackened Dutch co­ 
median, he made a big hit. His dialect 
was perfect, and his long associations with 
the German greenhorns gave him plenty 
of material to work into his sketches. He 
was probably the first American who ever 
attempted a distinctive German act on the 
variety stage, and made a success of it. 
Wambold married a very beautiful woman, 
but they did not get on happily together, 
and separated about a year ago, the hus­ 
band making a settlement upon the wife. 
Wambold is supposed to have left property 
worth about 865,000. For the past six 
years he has lived at the Continental 
Hotel. His mother, who lives in Newark, 
is 80 years of age. 
_ 
“When I first knew Wambold,” said B. 
A. Whiteman, “he was the most popular 
man in San Francisco. He and I roomed 
in the same house, which was kept by a 
German. Dave was a great practical joker, 
and a joke that he perpetrated upon his 
landlord was the talk of San Francisco for 
months, and the newspapers there were 
full of it. Owing to Wambold’s promi­ 
nence the landlord considered what he said 
was law. The German wished to add an­ 
other storv to his house. Wambold told 
him that the air was the property of the 
citv, and he would have to get the permis­ 
sion of the Board of Supervisors for using 
the air for another story. In order togain 
the permission the German, at Wambold’s 
suggestion, got up a monstrous petition, 
which was decorated by ribbons and seals 
of various kinds. In due time he presented 
the petition to the Supervisors. The 
wording was the composition of Wam­ 
bold and was very humorous, and asked 
for a certain number of cubic feet of 
air. The Supervisors thought the poor 
German was crazy and ordered an examina­ 
tion as to his sanity. He would have been 
sent to an asylum had not Wambold 
acknowledged "the joke. He was always 
up to such a trick. Almost every night 
Eureka Hall, where he played, would be 
packed at 10 o’clock, when Dave sang, and 
during the rest of the evening the house 
would be comparatively empty. In those 
davs he was a very handsome fellow and 
the pet of the ladies.” 
DEMAND FOR NEW PLAYS. 
William Archer, in the London World, 
reads Mr. Irving a lecture for his failure 
to produce new works. “He has done 
much for the English stage, nothing for 
the English drama. He has been ten 
years a manager, and during that time he 
has produced two original plays—‘The 
Cup,’ by Alfred Tennyson, and the ‘Amber 
Heart,’ by Alfred Calmottr—four acts in 
all. If W att Phillips had been alive, and 
had himself brought “The Dead Heart,’ a 
virgin work, to Mr. Irving, should we ever 
have seen it? 1 trow not. A burial cer­ 
tificate is the indispensable passport to the 
Lyceum stage.” He then continues: “In 
the face of such success as Mr. Irving’s, it 
is impossible to doubt that he knows his 
own business—no one better. Advice or 
warning to such a man seems perilously 
like an impertinence; yet I cannot hut 
suspect an error of policy in this piling of 
revival on revival. It was by conciliating 
the lettered public, by giving the more in­ 
telligent something to think about and 
talk about, that Mr. Irving laid the founda­ 
tion of his popularitv; aud the best way to 
sap hispositioR will be to alienate the let­ 
tered public. This is patting it on the 
ground of expediency; duty is perhaps too 
large a word to use.” All this may he true, 
bat it is not put very fairly. 
Mr. Irving 
has produced some of the best modern plays 
known to the stage, and would be pleased 
doubtless to produce more of the same 
kind If he could get them. But greater 
original plays are not to be found in the 
pockets of every dramatist. 
UNSAFE THEATERS. 
There is alarm among theatrical man­ 
agers in London it relation to the powers 
of the London County Conncil—derived 
from the extinct Metropolitan Board of 


Works—and the manner in which they 
may be enforced. The temporary lesrees 
of certain houses would suffer serious less 
if they should he compelled to make the 
expensive structural changes which have 
been ordered. The Globe Theater has been 
selected for a test case, and the whole mat­ 
ter will be brought before the Courts. It 
it plain, of course, that the holder of a , 
short lease might he ruined if forbidden to 
open his house until costly alterations had 
been made in i t ; but it is no less certain 
that no theater not absolutely safe ought 
to he open to thepuhlic for a single night. 
There are ttusafe theaters in all large cities, 
and New York has its full share of them. 
Every manager declares that he takes 
abundant precaution against every possi­ 
bility of fire. But so much precaution 
ought not to he necessary. When the 
world has advanced a little more in civil­ 
ization, it will be impossible to set fire to a 
theater, because there will he nothing in 
it which will burn. 
IRVING AS A CLOWN. 
A rumor is current in London, and is 
printed here for it may be worth, that 
Henry Irving is meditating a sumptuous 
revival of “As You Like It” at the Ly­ 
ceum Theater, with Ellen Terry, of course, 
as Rosalind, and himself as Touchstone. 
It is a little surprising to find his name 
associated with this character, considering 
the easy opportunity aflbrded him in the 
part of Jacques, but his interpretation of 
the clown would be of rare interest. His 
¡towers of industry, insight and originality 
would all find free room for exercise, and 
what the result might be no one would 
dare to foretell. What Terry’s Rosalind 
would be like everybody ean guess. The 
rumor ought to be true. 
PAVING MUSIC FESTIVALS. 
Music festivals pay in England. The 
proceeds of the Leeds Festival this year 
reached a higher total than ever before. 
At the meeting of the Festival Committee 
Alderman .Spark reported that the receipts 
amounted to £10,835, an increase of £333 
over those of 1S86, while the expend­ 
iture, £7,701, came to rather less than 
in that year; 
the balance, £3,134, 
thus showing a net advance of £564. It 
was decided to distribute £2,350 among 
the I.eeds medical charities (as against 
£1,950 given in 1883 and 1886), and add 
the remainder to the reserve fund, which 
now amounts to £2,760. 
STAGE NOTES. 
Alphonse Daudet’s latest comedy “La 
Lutte Pour la Vie” will be produced in 
London next June. 
Charlie Reed’s colleagues of the “City 
Directory” company, while they were in 
Columbus, presented him with the Elk 
badge. 
The Webster-Brady “She” company is 
doing excellent business on the road. They 
appeared in Atlanta, Ga., on the 14th in­ 
stant, to a splendid house. 
The receipts of the benefit to Marvin 
R. Clarke, the blind journalist, at the Star 
Theatre, New York, amounted, with the 
subscriptions, to over 85,606. 
The “Only a Farmer’s I laughter” com­ 
pany is prosperous and doing well every­ 
where in Y’irginia. On several occasions 
lately, people nave had to be refused ad­ 
mission. 
The management of the Opera House, 
Elgin, 111., lias canceled the date for the 
“Dr. Cronin Tragedy.” Three or four 
pieces on this theme are said to have been 
written. 
C. B. Cline has been engaged to manage 
J. B. Polk in “The Silent Partner,” and 
will assume the reins when Mr. Polk be­ 
gins his engagement in Brooklyn on De­ 
cember 9th. 
Clara Morris is reported to have played 
to overflowing houses in Baltimore last 
week. “Helene,” in which sne opened, 
was spoken of by the critics of the city as 
an unusually strong and original drama. 
Marie Van Zandt is at present in Paris, 
where she is preparing for her winter tour, 
which commences at Barcelona, December 
6th, and finishes at Madrid. This success­ 
ful American artiste has added to her 
repertoire “L’Etoile du Nord” and 
“Ophelia.” 
A new musical comedietta entitled 
“Crazed, or Queen of the Y'arieties,” has re­ 
cently been written by Webster C. Fulton, 
a Chicago dramatic writer, and is now 
being played by Mrs. George S. Knight. 
Its first production was quite a success for 
that actress. 
The reception in Boston of the Jeffer- 
son-Florenee combination with “The 
Rivals” has been in every way highly sat­ 
isfactory. The Boston papers all speak in 
most eulogistic terms of the merit of the 
performance, and particularly of the suc­ 
cess of Frederick Paulding as Captain Ab­ 
solute.

Y'ork pulpit, say, recently, that there are 
in the religious world two inclined planes; 
one leads towards atheism, the other to­ 
wards Rome.” 
The Christian Intelligencer (Reformed) 
does not lr’ -- Professor Briggs’ book, 
“ W hither?” It says: “ We verily be­ 
lieve that Dr. Briggs’ doctrine subverts 
the whole authority of Scripture and opens 
the door to innumerable evils. His book 
will find those who will praise it for enter­ 
prise and liberality; but his judicious 
friends will grieve that he should thus 
jeopard precious truth and compromise Ills 
own position.” 
The American Hebrew says: “ Here is 
something that we commend to the atten­ 
tion of those of our temple authorities who 
have charge of the musical portion of the 
service. It comes from so important an 
authority as the Independent, and is not 
simply the cantankerousness of some or­ 
thodox Jewish grumbler: “ All music in 
the house of God should l>e based upon 
and governed by the one great idea that 
music as a part of the service in a religious 
congregation is an act of worship rendered 
God. It should hence be chiefly vocal, 
and of such a character that the congrega­ 
tion can join in it.” We trust that this 
will awaken some of our people to a reali­ 
zation of the truth that synagogues and 
temples, any more than churches, do not 
exist for the sole purpose of organs and 
choirs.” 
The Christian Leader i Universalist) says: 
“ Although he seems to be defending the 
Westminster Confession, Professor Briggs 
admits without hesitation what has been 
so often and so stoutly denied, that it 
damns non-elect infants and the heathen. 
He says: ‘There can be no doubt to any 
one who studies the Westminster Stand­ 
ards in their grammatical and in their his­ 
torical sense, that they do not admit of the 
salvation of any of the heathen, or of any 
infants, except of the elect infants from 
among the children of the Church.’ It 
comes to this then : The Westminster Con­ 
fession, ‘with all its horrors,’ is an anti­ 
quated and un-Christian symbol; and mod­ 
ern American orthodoxism is still worse. 
The latter saves infants, but damns their 
fathers and mothers. Says Dr. Briggs: 
‘I confess 1 have little appreciation of a 
salvation that fails in etlbrts to save the 
vast majority of intelligent persons, and 
makes its great successes in dealing with 
babes and ineapables.’ ” 
The Observer (Presbyterian) says: “How 
has Route succeeded where site has had 
full scope in matters of education ? Shall 
we commit a share of the public money to 
this Church for purposes of education be­ 
cause of its triumphs in Spain, Italy, Aus­ 
tria and Mexico? Let those who would 
refresh their memories on this subject read 
the first chapter of Macaulay's ‘History of 
England.’ lit the light of these facts how- 
preposterous is the demand of the Romish 
hierarchy that we shall devote a part of 
the public money to support their schools! 
Let them maintain their parish schools, 
but let them not ask the State to unite 
with them in builtling up an ecclesiastical 
establishment that is hostile to the funda­ 
mental ideas of this Government. We are 
not yet so completely under foreign domi­ 
nation as to commit national suicide. 
Archbishop Corrigan of the Diocese of 
New Y’ork has issued a pastoral letter of 
which the Catholic Review says: ‘It is the 
first uote of a cry which will give Ameri­ 
can Protestants to understand that the 
Papal throne is still a fact to be reckoned 
with.’ Let us heed the warning, and let 
us reckon with the Papal throne as free 
Americans should.” 
Concerning changes in the Prayer Book 
by the recent Episcopal Convention the 
Living Church (Protestant Episcopal) says : 
“ One by one, in deference to the alarm 
sounded by the minority report, the dan­ 
gerous or needless elements of the revision 
were cleared away. The Convention re­ 
fused to accept mere purisms ; it rejected 
all propositions which by their acceptance 
might seem through logical necessity to 
imply the indefinite continuance of the 
enrichment business; it repudiated all 
propositions which might seem to touch 
upon the sphere of doctrine and were sure 
to arouse party strife ; and it refused to in­ 
dorse the vagaries or the favorite schemes 
of any individual, however able he might 
be as a leader, and however fair his pro­ 
posals might appear. Thus we say that 
the minority report, if it failed ot its pri­ 
mary object, nevertheless did a most 
effectual work. It brought to a head the 
widespread feeling of alarm and distrust 
which the revision movement had, by its 
threatened indefinite continuance and the 
new lines upon which it seemed to be en­ 
tering, awakened throughout the length 
and breadth of the Church. It brought 
out the deep underlying conservative spirit 
which is the strength of the Church and 
the very seal of its catholicity. The whole 
Church breathes more freely now that the 
end of a movement which was drifting into 
dangerous paths can at last be seen in the 
near future.” 
The Christian Inguirer (Baptist) says: 
“ 1 he Presbytery of New Y’ork, by a large 
majority, have voted that the ‘Westmin­ 
ster Confession’ needs revision. Any one 
reading such excerpts as the following, it 
might be supposed, would believe so: ‘By 
the decree of God, for the manifestation of 
His glory, some men and angels are pre­ 
destinated unto everlasting life, and others 
foreordained to everlasting death. These 
angels and men, thus predestinated and 
foreordained, are particularly and un­ 
changeably designen; and their number is 
so certain and definite that it cannot be 
either increased or diminished. The rest 
of mankind God was pleased, according to 
the unsearchable counsel of His own will, 
whereby he extendeth or witbholdeth 
mercy as He pleaseth, for the glory of His 
sovereign power over His creatures, to pass 
by and to ordain them to dishonor and 
wrath for their sin, to the praise of His 
glorious justice.’ Still there are some 
Presbyterian brethren who oppose all re­ 
vision and believe in accepting the ‘Con­ 
fession’ as a ‘system’ of doctrine. How 
any Presbyterian minister can think him­ 
self an honest man when he assents in any 
way to such statements as the above is be­ 
yond ordinary comprehension.” 
The Christian Intelligencer (Reformed) 
says: “ Any revision or declaration in­ 
tended to interpret existing standards, 
should not be allowed to weaken any of the 
venerable articles in regard to the supre­ 
macy of God in all the affairs of the uni­ 
verse. The tendency to magnify the im­ 
portance of the will of man should be re­ 
strained and rebuked. Nor should a re­ 
vision serve the present tendency to mag­ 
nify the love of God ar.d minimize His 
holiness and righteousness. The Bible is 
a message of mercv and glad tidings to a 
world which without it is in a condition of 
hopeless depravity; but it is also and 
equally a revelation of the glorious holi­ 
ness and perfect righteousness of God, 
which men need as much as the revelation 
of redemption. When our Lord Jesus 
Christ, God manifest in the flesh, began 
His public work, it is recorded of Him, 
‘From that time Jesus began to preach, 
and to say, repent; for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.’ He also declared and 
His life was the embodiment of the match­ 


less grate of < lod. But He never ignored 
Divine holiness and justice, and the pun­ 
ishment of sin in the life to come. The 
nineteenth century exhibits no ability to 
improve upon the methods of the Great 
Teacher, who is the light as well as the 
life of men. It would be a tremendous 
mistake, and in the end would prove a 
fatal one, to make light of human deprav­ 
ity in a creed. There is a drift in that di­ 
rection. It is not Scriptural. It does not 
represent the New Testament teachings, 
neither those of the Gospels, nor those of 
the Epistles and the Apocalypse.” 
_ The Examiner (Baptist) says: “ The ex­ 
istence of a doubt of the moral purity of a 
minister is almost .is fatal a3 conviction of 
a State’s prison offense. If there is one 
person whom the average church does not 
wish as a jiastor, it is the man whose repu­ 
tation is cloudy, the man whom many be­ 
lieve to l>e unworthy of a place in the 
ministry. This is a cruel position in 
which to place an innocent man, but it is 
one in which any minister in if, lit be placed 
to-morrow by slanderous charges. That 
is to say, he is liable to be so placed in the 
present stale of public opinion, which is 
ever ready to believe the worst in such a 
case. It is tit is haste of the general pub­ 
lic to infer guilt without sufficient proof 
that constitutes the minister’s danger. 
Y\ e hope, for the credit of human nature 
in general, that the public does not real­ 
ize its- unconscious cruelty. The necessary 
result of such conduct cannot, one mast 
think, be comprehended. One of our 
greatest moralists has said, ‘Be thou aa 
chaste as ice, as pure as snow, thou shalt 
nor escape caiumDy,’ and experience con­ 
firms the saying. Now, if the peeple are 
resolved to treat the untortunale as if they 
were guilty, to regard calumny as fatal to 
a man’s good name as proved wrong-doing, 
they are right to believe greedily every 
storv of ministerial frailitv that Is blazoned 
in the newspapers. But if there is a dis­ 
tinction between innocence and guilt—if 
to be falsely accused is a different thing 
from being justly charged with sin—the 
Christian public must use more circum­ 
spection in making up its judgments. The 
haughty Roman justified his putting away 
of his wife, not on the ground that she had 
done actual wrong, but because ‘Cesar's 
wife must be above suspicion.’ We must 
have a justerstandaid of judgment for our 
ministry.” 
The Independent says: “ Onr esteemed 
contemporary, the Evangelist, publishes the 
following from Theodore L. Cuyler, D.D., 
which states not only his own views, but 
concisely the views of those in the l'resby- 
terian Church who are now favoring the 
revision of its Confession : ‘There is no de­ 
mand, as lar as I can learn, for any general 
revision of our excellent and venerable 
Confession of Faith. The whole contro­ 
versy is waged in regard to three points: 
(1.) There is a clause of the Confession 
which asserts the salvation of ‘elect in­ 
fants.’ This clearly implies that there are 
‘non-elect’ infants who may be sent to per­ 
dition. W ho preaches that doctrince, or 
believes it ? (2.) There is another clause 
which declares that God for His own good 
pleasure has foreordained some of His 
creatures to eternal death ! What is still 
worse, our Confession asserts that our 
Heavenly Father “passes by”these unhappv 
souls whom he has created! I would cut 
my right hand oft before I would preach 
such a doctrine before an audience of un­ 
converted sinners. (3.) There is a most 
lamentable lack in our Confession of any 
clear and cordial declaration of God’s in­ 
finite love in sending His Son into the 
world to die for sinners, and that whoso­ 
ever believeth on Him shall be saved. 
The Confession emphasizes what nobody 
preaches, and is almost silent in regard to 
the greatest truth that everybody preaches. 
Brethren, these are not merely" blemishes 
on our venerable Confession—they are ter­ 
rible and damaging faults. Thousands of 
us loyal Presbyterians—who were trained 
in the class-rooms of Archibald Alexander, 
C harles Hodge and James Richards—have 
lamented the existence of those offensive 
clauses, but we were powerless to remove 
them. Now our General Assembly sub­ 
mits to our whole Church the question, 
Shall we retain those clauses, or shall we 
revise them ? If a majority vote to retain 
them, then our beloved Church will re­ 
affirm before this land anti the world it# 
belief of those offensive clauses! And that 
would drop a bowlder across the track of 
I’resbyterianism, which would impede it# 
progress more than our noble Home Miss­ 
ion Board can advance it. Those unhappy 
clauses have done us immense damage in 
the future. While these offensive article# 
so wound the conscience of tens of thou­ 
sands of us loyal and orthodox Presbyte­ 
rians, is it right, is it fraternal, that our 
brethren should continue to force them 
upon ns? And is it honest to ask our can­ 
didates for ordination to subscribe to what 
ninety-nine hundredths of them do not be­ 
lieve ?’ We believe and hope that the 
special changes named by Dr. Cuyler will 
soon be made. Probably not one in a thou­ 
sand of the memlters of that great denomi­ 
nation would stand up and publicly say, 
‘We Itelieve,’ etc., in the unscriptural affir­ 
mation of the so-cal led doctrines specified 
in the present creed. If not believed, it is 
simply wicked to say so. Let the revision 
be made—not to ignore Bible teachings, 
but to conform to them.”

OUTGENERALED. 


American cities and towns are now giv­ 
ing the attention to the collection of mu­ 
seums for the entertainm ent and instruc­ 
tion of the people th at the subject deserves. 
Many 
towns sm aller than Sacramento 
have collected museums of antiquities and 
of natural history that are of greatest in­ 
terest and benefit. 
The cost has been 
much exaggerated. 
In a long and deeply 
interesting article, the New Y ork Evening 
Post points out th at a very respectable 
museum can be set up for au asionishingly 
-m all sum of money, and the Slater Me­ 
morial Museum of Norwich, Conn., is 
taken as an example. 
Norwich has a population 15,000 less 
than Sacramento. 
It did not have, as has 
this city, a building for the enshrinem ent 
of a collection, and was therefore at an 
immense disadvantage compared to the 
Capital City of California. 
Mr. IV. A. 
Slater, a citizen of comfortable means, re­ 
solved th at his town should eD jov the ben­ 
efits of a museum, and he set about to col­ 
lect the necessary exhibits upon which, as 
a nucleus there w ilfof course grow w ith 
years a great exhibition of the curiosities 
and the natural history of Connecticut. 
He provided the necessary building, the 
cost of which need not here be considered, 
because it cuts no figure in the m atter of 
the collection. 
H e then ascertained th at 
the real foundations for a valuable collec­ 
tion are “Reproductions” and not original 
works. 
These may be of sculpture or of 
natural history, as Í3 the W ard collection 
at San Francisco. 
On th at basis he pro­ 
cured 124 reproductions for the Greek and 
Roman section and 103 for the section of 
the Renaissance and G00 for the section of 
photography, or in all S27 objects. 
Among these are some of the largest 
casts made, such as the selection from the 
Pergam on reliefs, the N ike of 
Samo- 
thiace, and the Font of Siona. 
They were 
all made expressly for the museum, and 
im ported from London, 
Paris, Berlin, 
M unich, Florence, 
Rome, Naples, and 
Athens. 
In addition to these there is a 
complete collection of the B ritish Museum 
electrotypes of Greek coins, handsomely 
mounted. 
Among the large photographs two hun­ 
dred and fifty of which are framed with 
sliding backs, so th at new exposures can be 
made from m onth to m onth for the enter­ 
tainm ent of the people, are the best plates 
of Braun, Nava, Brogi and other celebrated 
photographers. 
M o o t of the statues are 
mounted on revolving pedestals. 
Yet, the gross cost of this collection that 
is attracting wide attention and drawing 
people to Norwich daily to inspect it, was 
but $27,112 97, including freight, all car­ 
riage, all m ounting, labor, draperies, etc. 
The real cost of the casts was but $13,­ 
903 75. 
N early $0,000 was expended for 
labor in m ounting, hauling, carpentery, 
drapery, etc. 
Now, asks the Post, has it 
paid? 
It answers by giving the statistics 
of visitation for one year, the visitors hav­ 
ing exceeded ten thousand. 
So, then, the 
public has proved its interest, and in the 
m ain it is th at of the class of the public 
th at has not the means to go abroad and 
to view originals. 
T he schools also have 
found the little museum a most valuable 
object lesson. 
T he Post ad d s: 
T he lesson to he learned from it now is, th at 
such collections ate needed, th a t they are ap­ 
preciated not by a few but by m any, and that, 
so far as th e cost is concerned, they are w ith in 
the reach ol every w ell-settled com m unity. 
Now let us see how Sacramento stands as 
to its chance of having a very fine museum 
collection. 
The citv owns a building fitted 
for such a purpose th at costs three times 
the sum expended for the Norwich struct­ 
ure, and th at for beauty is not surpassed 
in its interior, in the whole country. 
It 
has upon the walls of its art gallery seven 
hundred valuable paintings, and in the 
lower section the State M ineral Cabinet 
with threethousand numbers. Initsclosets 
it has 3,000 fine studies, rare and valuable 
engavings and colored plates th at are 
worth thousands of dollars, that the gen­ 
eral public has not seen, because there has 
been provided no fund to place them upon 
the walls. 
A distinguished connoisseur 
not long since exam ined them, and said 
th at with glass-covered racks he could give 
distinct and new exhibitions of one month 
each for thirty m onths upon the walls of 
the gallery with this magnificent collection, 
and at the end of th irty m onths the col­ 
lection would be new again to the public. 
The auxiliary worker w ith the city, the 
California Museum Association, has a hete­ 
rogeneous collectiou of natural history, 
curiocity and pioneer relics in the A rt G al­ 
lery of some 3,000 numbers, but unclassi­ 
fied and poorly arranged, for lack of means 
to properly place the examples, of which 
probably 1,000 are really valuable, while 
the rem ainder are indifferent, but have 
been accepted to encourage th e spirit of 
giving. 
In addition, there are five valu­ 
able and beautiful exam ples of statuary in 
marble, and casts sufficient for the School 
of Design. 
A ll this property was given to 
the people— it has not cost them a solitary 
dollar. 
But there are no reproductions in the 
gallery such as in the Slater Memorial 
Museum, and such as are in the W ard 
collection, and which should form the 
basis of all other collecting. The immense 
W ard collection referred to of reproduc­ 
tions of natural history examples was pre­ 
sented to th e 
California 
Academy of 
Sciences, San Francisco, and cost its donors, 
Governor ¡Stanford and the late Charles 
Crocker, $50,000. 
Now one-fifth of such a 
sum, backed by the collection already 
made, would give Sacramento a museum 
th at would be a source of unlim ited pride, 
and taken in connection with the A rt G al­ 
lery and the collection of plates referred to, 
would put Sacramento in a front rank and 
be the means of endless instruction and 
gratification to the people, and a potential 
agent for good in all directions. 
It only 
remains to ask if there are not those of 
our own people, who, without appreciable 
dralt upon their means, can do as did Mr. 
Slater, and pass their memories down to 
all generations by completing the w'ork so 
well begun, by placing in the A rt Gallery 
such a collection of reproductions as Mr. 
j Slater has given to his native town, modi­ 
fied by equal division between casts of 
figures, and casts and reproductions of ex­ 
amples in natural history, something after 
the order of those in the W ard collection? 
A re there not ten citizens in Sacramento 
who could bestow upon their town a last­ 
ing l>euefsciion by purchasing for it the 
' reproductions desired, and are there not 
ten others who could well place their 
names upon imperishable records of gen­ 
erosity by furnishing the necessary $3,000 
to arrange the collection already made, and 
to m ount and place on view the treasures 
th at are now kept under lock and key, for 
lack of mean3 to properiv expose them for 
the education and entertainm ent of the

of a country boarding-house. 
She was of 
m iddle age, tall and strong and vigor­ 
ous, and if not positively ugly, was a 
thousand 
miles 
from 
being 
hand­ 
some. 
H er 
predominating

Early 
and late 
she 
was 
on 
the 
move, 
and 
nothing 
escaped 
her eye or failed 
to feel the jiower 
of her hand. 
It was her frequent boast 
th at she was always equal to the occasion; 
and no doubt she was— th at is, nearly al­ 
ways. 
in tru th there was so much vim 
and energy in her nature that there was 
no room for social qualities, and her house 
would not have been an agreeable place at 
which to hoard but for one fact, and th at 
was she had a daughter. 
Wfiile there 
was nothing wonderful in that fact there 
was something wonderful in the daughter. 
She was a kind-hearted, amiable girl; but 
if her m other was not positively ugly her 
daughter Liddy certainly was. 
1 dis­ 
tinctly remember the shock 1 
received 
when I first beheld her. 
I had not by any 
means been prepossessed with the appear­ 
ance of her m other, whose nose seemed to 
start out suddenly from the base of her 
forehead almost horizontally and for an in­ 
definite length, It seemed to me, and when 
she talked she faced you as though she 
was about to avenge some awful wrong; her 
small eyes sighting along th at double-bar­ 
relled nose w ith a gleam th at made you 
quail; and wheu she was somewhat angered 
we felt, in some degree I am sure, as one 
does when “held up” hv a highwayman 
with his gun cocked and aimed at one’s 
head.

FATE OF THE FIRST PRINTING PRESS 
IN CALIFORNIA. 


Sacram ento Not Then a Station on the 
Road to Paradise—Some Local 
Incidents. 


Ex-United States Senator John Conness, 
writing from Mattapan, Mass., to the Sun­ 
day U nion, says he has been highly enter­ 
tained by reading its reminiscences of thirty 
years ago. Referring to some incidents 
mentioned therein, he adds a few of his own 
personal recollections. They were not in­ 
tended lor publication but we take the lib­ 
erty of using them, as Mr. Conness was a 
prominent citizen of California in those davs, 
and knows whereof he writes. Hesays: ‘'It 
was Governor Weller who addressed ‘Col­ 
onel E. J. Lewis, Esq.,’ who was, I think, a 
mem ber of his stall, and the occasion was 
abont as follows: The State had some guns 
at Shasta, and there beiDg a rumor that 
they were to be seized by some parties, the 
Governor ordered ‘Colonel E. J. Lewis, 
Esq.,’ to go and take possession of the arms, 
if such and such a state of facts existed, 
and he then added the well-remembered 
phrase, 
otherwise, otherwise,’ which 
made a laugh throughout the State. By 
the way, Weller was somewhat famous for 
his phraseology. On an occasion when 
Governor, he made a nomination for a 
State office, to the Senate, which he 
learned would 
be rejected, so he 
sent 
a message 
witndrawing 
the 
nomination. 
and 
saying that 
he 
had made it under a ‘misapprehension 
of material facta.” This, too, became a 
phrase of much notoriety. I wish to add 
on the subject of the first discovery of gold 
at Colonia a word. In 1855 the people of 
Georgetown sent out an expedition to look 
for a cinrnoa roadway over the Sierras 
from that town. Most of the men of that 
party are now gone. Sherman Day, long 
known in the State as an able civil engi­ 
neer, was at the head of the party, and 
Peter Weirner of Coloma was taken along 
as a guide, he professing to know the di­ 
vide which led up to the mountains and 
the route over into the valley of the lake. 
But he proved to be no mountaineer at all, 
and led the party into serious mistakes, so 
that we (I was of the party) came near 
starvation. During the trip I remember 
well his telling the story of the discovery of 
gold at the mill-race and the boiling in lye, 
by Mrs.Weirner, of the oxidized piece, with 
a view of determining its quality, and that 
the piece was then in the possession of 
his wife. He did not claim the discov­ 
ery to be his, save that they were 
mutually concerned in the whole affair, 
and which was true. There is now much 
said about Marshall. He was a weak­ 
brained man, not up to the average—a dull 
and uneducated man—and in all his late 
life superstitions, and given over to a 
species cf spiritualism. As late as 1858, 
with a little party of about three persons, 
he went into the mountains Dortheast of 
Georgetown, being directed, as he pro­ 
fessed. by spirit direction, to rich diggings. 
They drew their supplies of provisions 
from the town, and pursued mysterious 
modes to avoid discovery. There was a 
very sharp, idle fellow, named Lucas, with 
the party, who, I thought, wes engaged in 
making oonnterfeit money. I had no 
doubt such was the fact. After a time, of 
course, they broke up and left that part of 
the country.” 
T. H. Wolfe, writing from'N'evada 
City to the U nion, said, concerning the old 
California Star press: “ Von have referred 
to me as probably beiDg able to give some 
clue to the fate of the old pioneer press on 
which the Star was printed in 1847-8. I 
have lost sight of it for several years. The 
j old press was brought to Sacramento, to­ 
gether with most of the material of the old 
Star and Culifomian offices, and was nsed 
in printiBg the I'lacer Times. It remained 
in that office after that paper was united 
with the Transcript, and was used as a job- 
press. The last time I saw it was about 
July 1, 1851, when I left Sacramento for 
Nevada ; it was then in the basement of 
Merritt's building, on the corner of SecoDd 
and J streets. When the Times and Tran­ 
script was removed to San Francisco the 
material was left with Mr. Wheeler, one 
of the proprietors of the State Journal, who 
advertises them for sale, and if the press 
had not previously been sold by Pickering 
& Co.. I think it must have been 
sent either.to Auburn or Diamond Springs, 
as papers were established in those places 
in 1852. A portion of the material of both 
the old pioneer offices was sold by Picker­ 
ing and Lawrence to W. B. Ewer, who es­ 
tablished the Nevada Journal, and was usei 
for a long time íd that office. Among the 
articles were an old font of long primer, 
which had been worn down to the second 
nick, but which Ewer purchased for ‘as 
good as new;' a quantity of the ‘leads’ 
manufactured by Dr. Semple and Joe 
Dockrell in Monterey, and a wooden com- 
posiDg-stick. which, from its primitive ap­ 
pearance, one would suppose might have 
been used by Faust or Guttenberg. These 
and some other relics of the pioneer offices 
were preserved in the Nevada Journal office 
up to July, 1S56, when they were all de­ 
stroyed by fire. The press on which the 
Star was printed may be found, but. with 
that exception. I judge not a vestige of 
either of the pioneer offices is now in ex­ 
istence.” 
Sacramento in those days had the 
reputation of being a very fast place, and 
that reputation had reached the East. A 
young man in Philadelphia was about 
coming nere, and called upon his clergy­ 
man to bid him farewell, and a correspond­ 
ent teils the following story of the inter­ 
view : 
“ And yon are going to that degenerate 
place, s' icramento, are you?” asked the 
minister. 
“ Yes. sir ; but I don’t expect to be in­ 
fluenced by any extraneous pressure of any 
kind," responded the earnest young Chris­ 
tian.“ Well, I’m glad to see yon so confident. 
I hope the Lord will guide you. But do 
you kuow of the temptations which are 
said to exist there?” 
•

century. Its title (translated) was “Pil­ 
grimage of the 8oul.” 
Thanksgiving night in the year of 
1859 was a wild one in Sacramento. A 
gate, accompanied by a rain, came on dur­ 
ing the night and did great damage 
throughout the city. Windmills and sheds 
were blown down, buildings unroofed, and 
the river steamers had a hard time of it on 
their way np from the Bay. _ 
__ 
On the morning of November 25th 
an elderly woman named Mary Cooper (or 
McWhorter) was found dead on the floor of 
her kitchen in the alley between M, N, 
Eighth and Ninth streets, by a neighbor 
named Sarah McLaughlin. Advanced age 
and destitution were the supposed canses 
of her death. 
The citizens of towns had a simple 
way of their own in those days for throw­ 
ing off undesirable village names. On 
Thanksgiving Day the people of Russville, 
Sacramento county, met and resolved that 
thenceforth their town should be named 
Asbland, and so It has been until this day. 
Thirty years ago is ofteD referred to 
as the lively period.butsodull was it in Sac­ 
ramento that the newspapers had only a 
half-column of local news on the day after 
Thanksgiving. 
Paul K. Hubbs, Jr., was Collector of 
Customs on San Juan island, in the North 
Pacific, the ownership of which was being 
disputed by onr Government and England. 
California was already boasting of its 
mammoth productions. The birth of a 
child weighing twenty-one pounds was an­ 
nounced in Mariposa county. 
El Dorado county held a special elec­ 
tion in November for Assemblyman. The 
candidates were Conness, Rock, and Bates. 
The former was elected.

At the Metropolitan Theater last night 
the Sacramento Athletic Club gave its first 
exhibition to a large and representative 
audience. It proved a successful entertain­ 
ment, and the reception given to the per­ 
formers by the audience must have much 
gratified the club, while the character of 
the attendance gave it as emphatic an in­ 
dorsement as it could desire. 
The entertainment began with pyramid 
ladder groupings by club members H. J. 
Hillebrand, Al. Kleinsorge, Elgar Kay, 
Charles Bauer, Frank Welch, Robert Alex­ 
ander, Wood Pierson, Aithur Arnold and 
Frank Whitmore. It was a graceful ex­ 
hibition of athletic grouping, and was 
given without a hitch or mistake. Elwood 
Bruner then made an address in behalf of 
the club, being introduced by President G. 
H. Clark as the “Historian” of the club. 
Mr. Bruner warmly defended the manly 
sports of the well-conducted gymnasium, 
pointing out that there is need for such 
clubs as he represented. The physical de­ 
velopment of the young men of the day is 
neglected, and it is the aim of tbe associa 
tion, not yet six mouths old, to briDg into 
it fully five hundred young men of Sacra­ 
mento—some 250 having already joined— 
to cultivate their phisical powers, and thus 
contribute to their rneDtal building. He 
cited the example of the Greeks, who for 
thirteen hundred years practiced manly 
sports, and the recent example of Ger­ 
many and the results of the gymnasiums 
of that empire. He said that in boxing the 
club tolerated no slogging, no fighting, but 
defended the training that gives the man 
the ability to protect himself and to use 
only the weapons nature gives him for the 
purpose. He assured tbe audience there 
was nothing in any exercise or entertain­ 
ment of the club that the most exacting 
could take exceptions to. 
Thomas Dwyer, instructor in boxing, 
and George Littlefield, one of the pupils, 
then gave a boxing exhibition that was 
evidently thoroughly appreciated by the 
spectators, as also were the boxing bouts 
between H. G. Bouorden and William J. 
Johnson, Charles Bauerand Henry Ruben- 
stein, and Edgar Kay and Wood” Pierson. 
The applause miDgling with the merri­ 
ment, in which the ladies were prontiuent, 
evidenced the entire satisfaction of the 
audience. 
J. G. Mansfield and Arthur Arnoid then 
gave a double trapeze exhibition that won 
unlimited applause. It was a thoroughly 
good athletic performance, and better is 
seldom seen. Notably in the handling of 
Arnold, the drops and suspension of his 
body, by Mansfield, both from the upper 
and lower hars, there was exhibited strength 
and skill of a superior order.

It was followed 
by a boxiDg match between J. J. Corbett, 
instructor in the Olympic Club, and Robert 
McCord, of San Francisco, champion ama­ 
teur middle weight: President Clark, as 
before, presided. Corbett is a splendidly 
built man of fine muscular development, 
and thoroughly expert. While McCord is 
a clever boxer, guards well and has powers 
of endurance, he was a mere plaything in 
the hands of Corbett. It was, however, a 
practical illustration of boxing without any 
excess to which the slightest objection 
could be reasonably raised. 
Peihapsthe best and most earnest con­ 
test of the programme, the one that 
held the attention of the specta­ 
tors best, and interested them the 
most deeply, wa9 the wrestling matches 
between E A. Kalb and Edward Winslow 
and W. A. Henry and 1’. P. Bernhart of 
the Olympic Club, San Francisco. It was 
not play, except so far as it was friendly, 
but wrestling between contestants admira­ 
bly matched and all powerful and agile 
men. The two first are heavy-weights, and 
Kalb won two straight falls. The two last 
are light-weights, and Henry won two 
straight falls. Geo. 8. Miehling acted as ref­ 
eree, deciding when tbe shoulders touched 
the floor and a fall was won. The club 
management should, for the benefit of the 
many present, have explained prior to the 
contest in what “winning” consisted, for it 
is probable that the majority of the ladies 
present had not before witnessed a wrest­ 
ling match. 
Charles Morel and Master Ed. Stack, of 
the Olympic Club, gave a graceful aod ex­ 
pert exhibition of ground and lofty tum­ 
bling. Tbe quartet already named again 
appeared, and its ladies were made recip­ 
ients of handsome bouqaets. The enter­ 
tainment concluded with leaping by John 
T. Slack, Ed. A. Kolb, Arthur Arnold, H. 
J. Hillebrand, Robert Leando, Master Ed. 
Stack, W. It Flint, J. G. Mansfield, P. P. 
Bernhard, H. Denhard, Ben. Bogner 
(clown) and Master “Rags” (clown). 
The spectators departed thoroughly well 
pleased, if their applause is to be laken as 
evidence of gratification. 
Almost the entire Italian population of 
the conntv was at the secoud anniversary 
drill and ball of the Italian military com­ 
pany (S*-ciety of M. S. Bersaglieri, No. 3, of 
Sacramento), at Armory Hall last evening, 
and they appeared to enjoy themselves to 
their hearts’ content, to the music of tbe 
First Artillery Regiment Band.

Jack O'Neil’* Side Show. 
Last evening, at Eighth and J streets, 
Jack O'Neil, an inebriated individual, with 
jnst enough liquor in him to want to fight, 
broke a show-window and created quite a 
disturbance. When officer Lowell arrived 
on the scene O’Neil was surrounded by 
several hundred people, who had been at­ 
tracted by his wild rackety In taking him 
to tbe city prison the officer bad a hard 
time, but with the assistance of officer 
Harvey O’Neil was handcuffed and carted 
down. He was charged with disturbing 
the peace and malicious mischief. 
Robbed a School Teacher. 
Yesterday Miss Belle Peyran, one of the 
school teachers in this city, received her 
November salary and stopped at the City 
Library on ber way home. While getting a 
book frena one of the shelves she laid her 
purse down, when it was snatched by a 
boy. who ran off with it and managed to 
escape. 


The Supreme Court filed yesterday in 
the office of J. S. Williams, Deputy Clerk 
of the Supreme Court for the District of 
Sacramento, an opinion in the case of the 
Pekin Mining and Milling Company 
against Kennedy, Bargion, on appeal from 
the Superior Court of El Dorado county, 
denying the defendants a new trisl. The 
case was heard in bank, and is one of im­ 
portance, involving the title to a piece of 
valuable mining land which the Supreme 
Court says the defendants obtained by 
means of fraud. In rendering the decision, 
the Court says: 
This is an action of ejectment to recover a 
tract of land containing live and a half acres, 
situated in section 29, township 9 north, range 
10 east, in Ei llorado county. The lindings a d 
judgment were lor plaintiff, and defendants ap- 
jieai trom the judgment and from an order deny­ 
ing a new trial. The land in contest constitutes 
a pan what is known as the "Oro Kino Quartz 
Mute," which was surved by a United ¿tales 
miueral surveyor, aud marked out, etc., iulSsO. 
No patent scents to have been obtained ior the 
laud as mining ground; but the plaintiff claims 
to have acquired the United States Government 
title through one 0. P. Schenck, who was a 
hom°stcau c.aimant of that part of said section 
29 which include, the land in contest. In June, 
1.SS2, Schenck received a patent Iront the United 
States for the land covered by bis homestead 
claim, but on September 11,1880. when he was 
only a homestead claimant, and had not made 
his final proof, by a deed which was never re­ 
corded, he "granted and quit-claimed” a part 
of the laud described in the complaint to one 
W U. Miller. The deed was draw n by Miller 
011 a blank in which was printed the word 
"grant;” and immediately after that word he 
wrote the words "and quit claim." He knew 
that Schenck had not proved up his homestead 
claim. Prior to the year 1883, aud subsequeut | 
to November, 1681, the land described in said 
deed Irom Schenck to Miller had been conveyed 
from said Miller, through mesne conveyances, 
all recorded, to the Oro Kino Gold Mining and 
Milling Company of El Horado, a mining eor- 
xirauou existing uuder the laws of the State of 
lliiioih: which corporation had built a mill on 
the laud at a (O-t of 818,000, and bad sunk a 
shaft to the depth oí 13U feet, and had done 
other work at large expense. 
On April 9 .16S5, a deed was made which im­ 
ports on its face to be the deed of Baid last- 
named cori>oratiou, aud which, if it be a valid 
claim of rail corporation, conveys to the 
plaintiff' herein all the land described in the 
complaint. The name of the corporation is 
signed to it, and also the names of persons as­ 
suming to he its President aud Secretary, who 
acknowledged it in due form before a Notary, 
aud it has affixed to it the corporate seal. There 
was uo evidence offered, however, to show that 
the deed had been authorized by the Trustees 
of the corjioration, or that it was ratilied In 
two-thirds of tbe stockholders, nor was there 
any other proof of its execution, aud defendants 
objected lor these reasons to it* introduction. 
The objection was overru.ed. On Febiuary 
20, 1884, euld Schenck, having then obtained his 
patent from the United St.tes as hereinbefore 
stated, executed to Frank B. Ogden a quit claim 
deed to all the land .ued for In this action. On 
July 9, ISM, said ogden, by deed, "granted, bar­ 
gained. sold aud quit-claimed” all said laud to 
tae plaintiff herein. So the piaiutiff'claims the 
Government title through said patentee, 
Schenck, bv two causes: First, the one which 
ended in tlie alleged deed irom the Oro Fino 
corporation to plaintiff; and .ecoud, the one 
which ended in the deed to plaintiff from said 
Mason, Gay aud Baker. 
Hefcudants denv the title of plaintiff, and set 
up title in one Vutbeida de Lescault, with 
whose consent they claim to he in posses-ion. 
We think, however, that no title was shown 
to be in said lescault. Her asserted title rests 
upon execution sales under two judgments—tue 
one known as the Phelps judgment, and the 
other as the Park (.'anal Company judgment. 
With respect to the sale under the Phelps judg- , 
meut, the facts as found by tne Court are these: 
In 1883 the said H. W. Miller made two trips 
from California lo Chicago, where the principal 
place of business of the said Oro Fino Mining 
Corporation was, for the purpose of procuring 
himself to be elected a Director and to be ap­ 
pointed tbe Buperintendeut of said mine, and 
on the last trip he was successful. After his re­ 
turn, aud while he was such Superintendent, 
and as such in charge of said mine, he entered 
into a contract (about which, however, there 
had been forwer negotiations,) with the defend­ 
ants Kennedy aud Bargion, hr which the three 
were to take possession of and work tne m ine— 
including the mill and all the land described in 
the complaint herein, and the adjoining ground 
of said corporation, known as the McMahon 
ground—as partners, ignoring the right of said 
corporation and inteuaUg to get the title unto 
themselves. In accotdanee with this agree­ 
ment Miller let the said two defendants into 
joint possession with him, aud the three com­ 
menced to work the mine as partners. The 
facts of Miller's Directorship and ouperinteud- 
eucv of the corporation and the right of the 
latter to the mine, were well known to said de­ 
fendants. In September, 1883, one Josiah Phelps 
commenced an action in a Justice's court 
against said Oro Fino Corporation to recover a 
small sum of money. Miller appeared as man­ 
aging agent anti Superintendent aud answered 
fur the corporation. 
At the trial Kennedy appeared for the corpor­ 
ation at the request of Miller, and judgment 
was rendered against the corporation ior 81») 83 
and costs. Execution was Issued and levied on 
the mine: aud on March 22. 1884, the dav of the 
Constable's sale, tbe mine wus knocked down 
to Kennedy for the sum of 8.80. It had been 
agteed between Miller, Bargion and Kennedy 
thatthe Utter sbonld bid off the property iu 
his own name. But it had also been agreed be­ 
tween Miller and Frank B. Ogden (herein above 
mentioned), that said Ogden should attend the 
sale tor the purpose of procuring ihe title to 
said mine to be taken in his (Ogden's) name. 
Ogden attended the tale, and it was agreed be­ 
tween him aud Kennedy that for the purpose of 
deterring bidders, Ogden should give public 
notice at the sale that the mine did not belong 
to said Oro Fino corporation, but was the prop­ 
erty of him (Ogdeu). Such notice was accord­ 
ingly given, ana the mine was bid in by Ken­ 
nedy, as before stated. Bat another complica­ 
tion arose. Ogden volunteered his a» ¡stance 
to the Justice of the Peace to write out the cer­ 
tificate of sale, and inserted therein his own 
name as purchaser, instead of that of Kennedy. 
This was not kuown to or discovered by the 
Constable (Cline) or Kennedy. It was signed 
by the Constable aud filed in the office oi the 
Conntv Recorder as provided by law. This was on 
March 22.1884, and the mistake was not discov­ 
ered until the Dext July, and on the 12th of said 
July the Constable undertook in remedy the 
mistake bv issuing snot her certificate, recited a 
levy aud sale as taking piace ou said 12th day 
ofj'ulv, instead of March 22d. It was filed for 
record Julv 19, 1884. Kennedy assigned his 
certificate ’to Ella C. Gates on August 14,1884, 
and on September 22, 18M, the Constable exe­ 
cuted a deed to said GateB. On December :»), 
18S4, the said Gates executed a grant deed of 
tlie mine totbe said Mathilda de Lescault. The 
said Gates and ! escau't were relatives of the 
defendants, and there is no evidence that they 
were purchasers for value. But in the mean­ 
time Masnu, Gay and Baker (hereinbefore men­ 
tioned), having the right to redeem, paid the 
said Ogden on September 20, 1SH4, the full 
amount necessary to redeem the mine irom said 
sale of March 22) 1684. aud received from said 
Ogden a certifícale of such redemption, which 
was recorded October 1, 1881; aud they had no 
knowledge that there was any certificate ol sale 
than the one In which 0»deu was named as 
purchaser, unless the recording of the secoud 
certificate to Kennedy in July constituted legal 
notice. 
Uuder these circumstances w* think that no 
title to the premise» in contest passed to Lescault 
t'.rough the sale uuder tne rhelps judgment. 
It the officer could arneud the certificate after 
the lai*e of several months, and if the redemp- 
tioners were called upou to look tor additional 
certificates of the sale, still an examination of 
the records woul. not have disclosed any c r- 
tificate referring to the salt* of March 22,18>64, 
aud we thiuk, therefore, that the redemption 
was fully accomplished. But, iu addition to 
that, the sale was iuelf invalid by fraud—fraud 
first, bv tue Director and Superintendent (and 
those who conspired with him) against the ab­ 
sent corporation, whose rights he was bound to 
protect; and second, fraud through the couspir- 
acv to deter bidders aud pieveut a :air sale. 
The facts about the Park Canal Company's 
sale are briefly these: While Mi ler, Kennedy 
and Bargion were working the mine they re­ 
ceived a liaDility to the Park Canal and Minit g 
Company, aqd the latter company brought a 
suit in the Justice's Court against the three. It 
go service ou Kennedy aud Bargion, but not on 
Miller, and took judgment against all three, aud 
execution was issued and the int^est of the 
three iu the mine was sold to one Crawford, 
who assigned his certificate of sale to Lescault. 
to whom the Constable afterwards made a d ed. 
It is needless to determine the question dLscusscd 
by counsel whether or not a joint judgment 
against three defendants, where only two were 
sued, is valid against either: for, aa the defend­ 
ant iu that action had no tille to the mine, 
therefore Lescault got no title through tbe sale 
The only question, then, is whether plaintiff 
bos shown title which wilt support ejectment. 
It is clear that piaiutiff has title to all that 
part of the premisea in contest which was not 
conveyed by Schenck to Miller by deed of feep 
tember 31,1880, aud which went by mesne con­ 
veyances to tbe Oro Finn Mining and Milling 
Companv—that ia, to all that part conveyed by 
Seheuck’ior the first tiraeto Cgden. ou Feoruary 
•JO, 1884, aud which went from Ogden to Mason, 
Gay ano Baker, and from the latter directly to 
plaintiff by their deed of February 21,1SS3. The 
only thing which defendants have to say against 
this view is that Ogdeu look the deed from 
bchenck for the benefit of Miller aud them­ 
selves. But while Miller, who procured the 
deed to be made by Bchenck u> Ogden, told 
Kennedv and Bargion that Ogden was to hold 
the title for their benefit and his own (thus cut 
ling off the title of the Oro Fino corporation, of 
which he was Director and Superintendent), he 
totd schenck that Ogden was to hold for the Oro 
Finn corporation,and Schenck executed tbe deed 
with that ex press understanding. The only com- 
plaiDt which defendants have, therefore, on this 
score, is the failure to have Schenck do what he 
did not intend to do, and they cannot goccesv- 
fnlly stop the flow of tae legal title by the ob­ 
struction of asserted equitable c-aim* founded 
on their own fraud. 
But the title to that part ot the land in con­ 
test described in tne iDst need of Schenck to 
Miller, and which carried the title afterwards 
acquired from the Untied Slates, seems still to 
be in the tiro Fino Mining and Miffing Com­ 
pany This result comes frjm the fact that no 
evidence was offered to prove that the deed 
from the corporation to plaintiff was ratified by 
two-thirds of its stockholders, as provided in 
Bection 1 of the Act concerning mining c.in*ora- 
tions which went into effect April 23.18 o, S ie­ 
ntes 1880. p 181. In Mechase vs Carte r (22 Fa?. 
Rep 178: filed September 2,1839) a majority of 
this Court held that under said stuffifj a deed of 


a mining corporation of any part ol its mine not 
shown to have been so ratified does not puss the 
title Upon the authority of that cate we there­ 
fore hold that the title to that part of the prem­ 
ises iu contest, now uuder discussion, Ls still in 
the Oro Fino Mining and Milling Company and 
not iu piaiutiff’. For this reason the judgment 
must be reversed. 
Judgment and order reversed and cause re­ 
manded lor a new trial.

PROPERTY TRANSFERS. 
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NONSUITED. 
A Company Not R esponsible for an A c­ 
cident ou a Connecting Line. 
The Supreme Court has rendered a de­ 
cision in the caee of Michael J. Ketrlgan 
(appellant) against the Southern Pacific 
Company (respondent), impleaded with J. 
Paine, defendant. This was an action for 
damages for bodily injuries received by 
plaintiff through the alleged negligence of 
defendants while carrying plaiutifl as a 
passenger on a stage-coach from Gilroy Hot 
Springs to Gilroy. 
Both defendants answered, but at the 
trial the defendant corporation only ap­ 
peared, and after the plaintiff closed his 
case, it moved for and obtained a nonsuit 
as to itself. The case was then given to the 
jury, who returned a verdict for plaintiff 
against defendant Paine. From the judg­ 
ment of nonsuit tbe plaintiff appeals. 
Tbe facts are as follows : On the several 
dates hereafter mentioned, the respondent 
corporation owned and was operating a 
steam railroad for the carriage of passen­ 
gers at.d baggage between San Jose and 
Gilroy in either direction, and the defend­ 
ant Paine was the owner of and operating 
a stage line between Gilroy and Gilroy Hot 
Springs for the carriage of passeugeis and 
baggage in either direction. On the 23d of 
June, 1885, the plaintiff purchased of the 
respondent a round-trip special excursion 
ticket from SaD Jose to Gilroy Hot Springs 
and return to San Jose, entitling hint to 
transportation over the railway aud stage 
line above mentioned. 
On the 27th day of June. 1885, wben the 
appellant was returning front Gilroy Hot 
Springs to Gilroy, upon said ticket, as a 
passenger on a stage coach of the stage line 
belonging to tbe defendant Paine, thestage- 
coach, while descending a bteep grade on 
tbe road and making a sharp turn around 
a bank on one side, was upset on one side, 
solely through the negligence of the driver, 
and tbe appellant was crushed between the 
bank and stage-c ach and severely injured. 
The claim of appellant is that tne re­ 
spondent, by selling him the ticket from 
San Jose to Gilroy Hot Springs via Gilroy 
and return to the first place, undertook as 
principal to transport him over the con­ 
necting siage line from Gilroy to Gilroy Hot 
Springs and back to Gilroy, and is liable as 
such principal for the default of the owner 
of the stage line. 
Douotlees, a railway company may so 
issue tickets to places beyond its own line 
and so control the transportation of its pas­ 
sengers as to be held to have contracted lor 
the entire distance, aDd, in consequence, be 
answerable in damages for negligence oc­ 
curring on any one of the connecting lines. 
* » * But we understand the rulé to be 
that where there are several connecting 
liDes and the plaintiff seeks, as in the pres­ 
ent case, to recover of one for att injury re­ 
ceived upon another of the connecting 
lines, he must establish a contract with the 
line be end-.avors to hold, or that it had 
some inleresi in, or control over, the trans­ 
portation of passengers by the line in de­ 
fault. (Wiide vs. Northern R. R. Co., 53 
N. Y., 156; Penn. R R. Co. vs. Schwartzen- 
berger, 45 Pa. St., 208; Penn. R. R. Co. vs. 
Connell, 18 Eng. and Ara. R. R. Cases, 339; 
Horton vs. Eastern R. R. Co., 144 Mass., 44; 
Brooke vs. Grand Trunk Railway Co., 15 
Mich., 332; Knight vs. Portland S. and P. 
R. R. Co., 56 Me , 234; 2 Rediisld on Rail­ 
way, 6th ed , pp. 313,‘314.) 
Do the facts in the present case show a 
contract between the appellant and re­ 
spondent. whereby tbe latter undertook to 
carry the former to Gilroy Hot Springs and 
back again to Ban Jose ? Tbe only evi­ 
dence upon this point is that the appellant 
purchased, paid for and accepted the ticket 
containing the notice and conditions above 
set forth, and that he rode upon it from 
one of tbe termini to the other and back 
again. There is not a word to shew that 
the respondent nndertook differently from 
what appears upon tbe face of the ticket. 
Tbe seciions of the Civil Code cited bv ap­ 
pellant refer only to contracts of railroad 
companies for carriage over their own 
lines. 
The nonsuit wss properiv granted and 
the judgment is affirmed.

S a l t L a k e . November 30th.—Proceed­ 
ings before the Court on the question 
whether or not alien m em bers of the Mor­ 
m on Church should be naturalized, ended 
to day by Judge Anderson refusing the a p ­ 
plicants. 
The decision has been breath­ 
lessly expected on account of bearing on 
the poliiicai contest for Mormon or non­ 
Mormon control at the next city election 
in February. 
The Judge quotes B righam Young at 
considerable length and refers especially to 
his denunciation of the Governm ent when, 
in 1857, the U nited States troops were sent 
to Salt Lake City. 
In sum m ing up he says that w hether the 
language ot Brigham Young. Heber K im ­ 
ball, Orson Hyde and others instigated the 
M ountain Meadow massacre, or whether 
th at horrible butchery was done by the 
direct comm aud of Brigham Young, will 
probably never be know n. The evidence. 
Judge Anderson says, does not sustain the 
claim of counsel that the feelings of the 
people toward the Governm ent have under­ 
gone a change and that in later years the 
feeling of hostility has disappeared or be­ 
come greatly modified. 
The evidence shows that the church has, 
in a must determined m anner and with all 
the means at its command, opposed the en­ 
forcement of the laws of the United States 
¡ gainst polygamy and unlaw ful cohabita­ 
tion. 
Not a word of evidence was introduced 
show ing that any preacher of that church 
ever, in a single instance, advised obedi­ 
ence to the laws against polygamy. On the 
contrary, the evidence showed it has per­ 
sistently retused obedience to at least a por 
tion of the laws of the Government, and 
has insulted and driven United States offi 
cers from the Territory, and has denied 
Lhe authority of the United States to pass 
law3 prohibiting polygamy as an unw ar­ 
ranted interference w ith the Mormon re­ 
ligion. 
Undoub’ediy there are m any members 
of this church who feel friendly to the 
Governm ent and would gladly break the 
shackles that bind them if they dared. But 
w ith an organization the most thorough 
that can be imagined which can be wielded 
«gainst them , they rem ain in the church 
rather than take the risk of financial ruin 
and social ostracism. 
In his decision Judge Anderson states 
the ground of his opposition to the adm is­ 
sion of the applicants to citizenship to be 
that the Mormon Church is and always 
has been a treasonable organization in its 
teachings 
and practices, hostile to the 
Governm ent of the United States, disobedi­ 
ent to its law, and seeking its overthrow ; 
th at the oath administered to its members 
in the Endow m ent House binds them un­ 
der penalty of death to im plicit obedience 
in all things, temporal as well as spiritual, 
tcthe priesthood and to avenge the death 
of the prophets Joseph and H iram Sm ith 
upon the Government and people of the 
U nited States. 
The Judge reviewed at length the evi­ 
dence subm itted by the Government re­ 
garding the E ndow m ent House ceremonies, 
the teachings of the church, etc. Referring 
to the testim ony of the witnesses for the 
Mormons, he said one of them tes ified 
concerning the Endowm ent ceremonies, 
but declined to state what oaths were taken 
or obligations of the covenants entered in- 
ro. or penalties attached to the violation, 
while some stated they had forgotten what 
was said about avenging the blood of the 
prophets. 
These evasions, the Judge says, rendered 
their testim ony of little value and tended 
to confirm the evidence offered by the ob­ 
jectors to the applicants. 
The evidence establishes beyond any 
reasonable doubt that the Endow m ent cer­ 
emonies are inconsistent with the oaths of 
citizenship, and the applications of John 
Moore and W aiter E lgar, both of whom 
were through the Endow m ent House, are 
denied. 
As to the admission of other applicants 
upon the ground of their being solely 
members of the Mormon Church, a large 
mass of evidence was introduced, consist­ 
ing mostly of the sermons and writings of 
Mormon rulers and leaders, published un­ 
der the direction of the church. Tne Judge 
continues: 
"I think there can be no question but 
that the church claims and exercises the 
right to control its members iu temporal 
as well as spiritual affairs. The evidence 
also shows that blood atonem ent is one af 
the doctrines of the church.” 
After reciting the teachings of the church 
at length, the Judge says: 
“It has always 
been and still is the policy of this Govern­ 
m ent to encourage aliens who in good 
faith come to reside in this country and to 
become citizens, but when a man of for­ 
eign birth comes here and joins an organ­ 
ization which is professedly religious and 
requires him to swear 
allegiance par­ 
am ount to his allegiance to the Govern­ 
ment; an organization 
that 
impiously 
claim s to be the Kingdom of God, to con­ 
trol its members under H is imm ediate di­ 
rection, and yet teaches and practices a 
system of m orals shocking to Christian 
people everywhere, it is tim e for the Courts 
to pause and inquire w nether such men 
should be adm itted to citizenship. The 
evidence in this case establishes unques­ 
tionably th at the teachings, practices and 
purposes of the Mormon Church are an­ 
tagonistic to the Governm ent of the United 
States, and utterly subversive of the good 
m orals and well being of the society, and 
ih at its members are anim ated by the feel­ 
ing of hostility toward the Government 
and its la ws. 
•Therefore, an alien who is a m em ber of 
said church is : 
a fit person to be made a 
citizen of the United States.”

The letters of his wife 
charging him with arson, m urder and in­ 
fidelity doubtless led him to believe he 
would be arrested and he “tied from the 
wrath to come,” leaving the body of his 
wife lying at the Morgue. 
A dispatch from Salem announces that 
Mrs. Londemai V. Rothenbental’s house 
was burned in June, 1885, and the insur­ 
ance, $1,600, was paid. There was much 
speculation as to the cause of the fire 
though it was not investigated.

P . D . A rm ou r C lo sely Q u estion ed by S en ­ 
a to r V est. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 30th.—Senator 
Vest's committee, which has been investi­ 
gating the dressed beef business, resumed 
the exam ination of witnesses this morning. 
P. D. Armour, of Chicago, the first wit­ 
ness, said that he had been in the beef bus­ 
iness all his life. The dressed beef business 
began to be im portant ten years ago. 
For 
two or three years it has not been very re­ 
m unerative. 
“Prices are lower now,” said the witness, 
“than they were when I began the dressed 
beef business. 
In range cattle the decrease 
in prices, however, has not been bo great as 
40 or 45 per cent.” 
A rm our was asked to what he attributed 
the decrease in prices. H e said that he had 
prepared a written statem ent, which would 
give his views. 
W. J. Quinn, one of A r­ 
m our's "young m en,” as he term ed him , 
read a long statem ent, which included fig­ 
ures for a term of years, and a comparison 
of prices at Chicago in 1883 and 1889. The 
paper showed a reduction in prices of the 
canned beef product of 10 per cent. 
In 
conclusion, the statem ent 
denied 
that 
Arm our & Co. were engaged in any combi­ 
nation whatever to fix the price to be paid 
for cattle or ttie price for which the product 
should be sold. 
A n abstract was given of the dressed beef 
business of Arm our & Co., during 1888, the 
year in which it was alleged, according to 
this statem ent, "th e profits ot the business 
was immense and in which public agita­ 
tion occurred, resulting in the appointm ent 
of the committee conducting the investiga­ 
tion. This abstract showed that 340,650 
head had been dressed, on which there was 
a profit of $41S,105, an average of $1 23 per 
head.” 
. 
Resuming his oral testimony, Arm our 
said that over-production and over-m arket­ 
ing were responsible for the decrease in 
prices. 
Vest asked the witness if the Chicago 
m arket did not control the prices. 
“ I do not think so,” was the answer. 
“ It is the largest m arket, and of course in­ 
fluences the prices at other places. Chi­ 
cago prices regulate prices largely.” 
Senator Vest, reading from the annual 
report of the Chicago Stock Yards of 1888, 
called the attention of witness to the fact 
that in 1881 there were m arketed there 1,­ 
498,000 cattle, which brought $183,000,000, 
and in 1888 2,611,000 cattle sold for $182,­ 
000,000. 
“ H o w do you account for that?” 
“ It is in accordance w ith m y statem ent,” 
said A rm our. “ The growth of the am ount 
of cattle marketed largely exceeded the 
growth of the population.” 
In response to this, Vest presented a state­ 
m ent showing that the increase of cattle 
and population ran along in about the same 
proportion. The attention of the witness 
was directed to his statem ent that hides 
were npon the free list, resulting in large 
im portations of them . Vest stated that 
hides were placed on the free list in 1872, 
while the table of prices iu the statem ent 
begins with 1876. 
. 
_ 
Vest then discussed with the witness the 
combination of packers to fix prices on bet­ 
ter cuts, to prevent a decline from over- 
sapplv. The witness said that this com­ 
bination included other packers. They all 
made the sam e prices. 
“ Well, then, don’t 
yon 
destroy the 
operations of the law of supply and de­ 
m and?” 
“ No, s ir ; I don’t think we do.” 
“ W ith whom do you fix these prices?” 
“That I decline to state until afier con­ 
sulting m y attorney,” responded the wit­ 
ness. 
A rm our adm itted being a m em ber of the 
hog packing pool of 1883 in Chicago. 
“ We paid 25 cents a hog for the privilege 
of killing them . There was no lim it to the 
num ber we killed. There were eighteen 
firms and persons interested in the agree­ 
m ent.” 
_ 
“ Have you any agreement with any per­ 
son as to the prices that shall be charged in 
certain districts?” 
‘Absolutely none.” 
‘Is there any agreement as to the division 
of the territory?” 
The witness declined to answer. 
A rm our said his firm had no private con­ 
tract with any railroad or railroad associa 
tion for reduced rates. 
Returning to the 
question of prices to consumers, he said 
beef-packers did not enter into competition 
with retail butchers anyw here, except at 
their own packing-houses. 
“Our firm has never done so anyw here,” 
said he. 
“ We never endeavored to force 
the local butchers to buy our meat, or en­ 
tered into competition with them , except 
in one instance at Akron, where an unjust 
boycott was m ade upon us.” 
As to the state of the m arket, Arm our 
said if be were in the cattle business he 
would stay in it now; that he sees indica­ 
tions of a greatly improved condition of 
prices w ithin the next three years. 
“ I suppose you know ,” said Plum b, 
“ that cattle men all over the country ut­ 
terly disbelieve in competition between 
packers in buying cattle.” 
A rm our said such a belief is due to m isin­ 
formation. If any m an does believe it, he 
would surrender it after visiting the stock­ 
yard and packing-houses and studying the 
methods of their business. 
A combination 
does exist for the purpose of fixing prices 
of the better cuts of beef in New York, 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, 
Indiana, 
Illinois, 
Michigan, Kentucky, Tennessee and M in­ 
nesota. 
Secretary W illiam s of the Chicago Stock­ 
yards Company said no railroads were 
stockholders in the company. W hen asked 
if the officers of any roads were stockhold­ 
ers, he declined to answer on the ground 
that it was the private concern of the com­ 
pany.

R E F U G E STA TIO N S. 


A n Im p o rta n t P a p er S u b m itted to th e 
P a n -A m e r ica n C on gress. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 30th.—Surgeon- 
General Ham ilton of the M arine Hospital 
Service subm itted to the Pan-American 
Congress a paper on the sanitation of ships 
in quarantine. 
He regards it of universal 
interest that united efforts be made to cir­ 
cumscribe and eradicate at the beginning 
diseases which produce pestilence. “It is 
essential,” says the doctor, "that certain 
international refuge quarantines be estab­ 
lished as near as practicable to the definite 
routes of travel. 
“To these stations all infected vessels 
should be obliged to repair before their en­ 
try into the country of destination. All 
the port sanitary authorities should have 
the right to send suspected vessels to the 
nearest international refuge station.” 
Dr. H am ilton recommends the following 
refuge stations for the present: On the 
coast of the United States—One at Tortugas 
Keys and one at Chanrieleur Islands. On 
the coast of Mexico—Near Vera Cruz 
On 
the Central American coast—Near Colon. 
On the Caribbean coast—Near Lagnayra. 
For the Antilles—Near Port-au-Prince. 
For the Brazilian coast—At m outh of A m a­ 
zon (near Para) 
For the Uruguayan and 
A rgentine Confederation—At the m outh of 
the Rio de la Platte. 
For the Chilean 
coast—Near Valparaiso. For the Peruvian 
coast—Near Callao. For the United States 
of Columbia — Near Panam a. 
For the 
western coast of Mexico—One near Aca­ 
pulco; one near San Diego. 
For the west­ 
ern coast of the United States (in addition 
to the one at San Diego)—One at San 
Francisco; one near Port Townsend. 


C E N T R A L A M E R IC A . 


T rn e In w a rd n ess o f th e R e c e n t R e v o lu ­ 
tio n In C osta R ica . 


W a s h in g t o n , November 30th.—The del­ 
egates from Central America to the Inter­ 
national American Conference are receiv­ 
ing interesting and im portant advices from 
their home Governments concerning the 
success of the m ovement to reunite the five 
Republics. On September 15th there as­ 
sembled at San Salvador a diet or confer­ 
ence composed of five delegates trom each 
of the Republics, who agreed upon a basis 
of a union, which has since been approved 
by the Governments of Guatemala, H on­ 
duras, Salvador and Nicaragua, and is now 
the bone of contention in the little Repub­ 
lic of Costa Rica. 
The President of Costr. Rica, Mr. de Soto, 
approved the protocol of the Convention, 
but a revolution was imm ediately raised 
against him by the leaders of the party, 
and he was compelled ’ to abdicate the 
Presidency tem porarily and perm it his 
Vice-President to take his seat. 
It is be­ 
lieved, however, that when the people of 
Costa Rica understand the sitnation and 
the circumstances under which the union 
is to be accomplished, they will approve it 
and join the new confederacy, although the 
opposition is very active and determined. 
The plan of union is a popular one among 
the people, and the only obstacle to carry­ 
ing it out is the jealousy among the local 
leaders, who, to use a hom ely phrase, 
would rather be large toads in a small 
puddle than sm all toads in a large puddle. 
Under the plan of the union as adopted 
the Presidents of the five republics are to 
meet at some convenient point on or before 
September 1st next, and there cast lots to 
determine which shall exercise authority 
over the five republics. The one who is so 
selected shall occupy the chair of chief for 
one year, to be succeeded in turn by the 
Presidents of the other republics, also 
chosen by lot. 
In the m eantim e each of the Presidents 
is to exercise local authority in his own 
country like the Governor of a State, and 
each conntry will m aintain its own Con­ 
gress, as the Legislatures of our States are 
m aintained. 
There is to be an annual m eeting of the 
General Congress or Conference, with dele­ 
gates from all of the five republics, which 
shall consider measures for the welfare of 
all, and take steps to complete the organ­ 
ization of the Confederacy by the prepara­ 
tion of a Constitution, which shall be sub­ 
m itted for the approval of the people. 


C o m p leto A m n esty in H a y ti. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 30th.—The Sec­ 
retary of State has received from Frederick 
Dougiass a dispatch, dated November 18th, 
announcing the presentation of his letter of 
credence to President Hippolyte in a for­ 
m al audience on November 11th. Douglass 
reports, by a dispatch of the same date, 
that the President of H ayti, by his procla­ 
m ation, dated November 15th, has granted 
full and complete amnesty to all the citi­ 
zens charged w ith political offenses. 
C h olera in P e r sia . 


W a s h in g t o n , November 30th.—The De­ 
partm ent of State is informed by the 
United States M inister in Persia of the in ­ 
crease of cholera in that country and of 
the proposed establishm ent by Russian au­ 
thorities at Balcón and Gnlfa of a general 
quarantine against the arrivals from Persia, 
The disease now has reached Kerm anshap. 
but has not yet made its appearance at 
Teheran.

H O R R IB L E H O LO CAUST. 


P r in te rs J u m p F ro m a S even th Story 
W in d ow to E sca p e th e F la m e s. 


M i n n e a p o l i s (Minn.), November 30th.— 
T he Tribune building caught fire to-night, 
and in a few m inutes the entire building 
was ablaze. Fifty editors, printers and 
others employed on the top floor were ap* 
parently shut off from ail avenues of escape. 
The wildest excitement prevailed. 
The fire started about 10:30 in a pile of 
paper on the third floor. The flames im ­ 
mediately enveloped the elevator shaft and 
closed all means of egress for the m en em­ 
ployed on the seventh floor. 
The flames lit up the entire surrounding 
territory, and revealed at everv window in 
the upper story m en clinging to windows, 
fire escapes and every projecting wall. 
Their cries for help were horrible to hear. 
The fire departm ent responded nobly and 
did all they could, but their efforts were of 
little avail, as the building is a tinder-box. 
Men jum ped from high windows and 
were seriously injured, m any fatally, but 
how m any is not yet known. 
The building is eight stories high, stand­ 
ing on Fourth street, between Nicolet and 
First, avenue, and had but one stairway, a 
winding affair, and one elevator, which 
proved a splendid pathw ay for the flames. 
The Tribune employed fifty printers, and 
eighteen men in the editorial department. 
The St. Paul Pioneer frees had a branch 
office, employing five men, in the sixth 
story. 
There were about 100 men employed on 
the top floor. 
Of these eight are known to 
have been killed. Several tried crossing to 
another building on the telegraph wires, 
but their strength failed. They managed 
to get a distance of perhaps tw enty feet 
and then dropped to the ground to meet 
instant death.

Several m iraculous escapes are reported, 
some jum ping from one window-ledge to 
another until places were reached where 
they could get to a stairway. 
A few escaped by a fire-escape. There 
was only one fire-escape, and it was in a 
remote part of the building.

H e jum ped from the top 
floor, and was instantly killed. 


DIED AT HIS POST. 
Jam es F. Igoe the night operator of the 
Associated Press m et with a Bad death. 
H e was at work on the seventh floor when 
the report of the tire was received and im ­ 
mediately opened the key, stating the fact 
to the head office at Chicago, and askiDg a 
m inute’s tim e to investigate. 
H e soon returned to the instrum ent, ap­ 
parently thinking he was safe, and told the 
sending operator to continue. 
In a m oment he said he “ would have to 
skip” and fouDd it too late—that his escape 
was cut off. 
H e jum ped from the seventh story win­ 
dow and was so badly injured that he died 
before reaching the hospital. H e leaves a 
family. 
Old man Pierce, a printer, was also 
killed. One report says that ten have been 
killed, but n p to 12 M. only six bodies had 
been taken from the ruins, which were 
then falling in. 
Those known to be dead are assistant city 
editor Ed. Pickett, W. W. E. Miles, agent 
ot the Associated Press; Jam es F . Igoe, As­ 
sociated PresB operator; John Olson, Presi­ 
dent of the Verm illion (Dakota) College;

A GENERAL ALARM. 


M in n e a p o l is , November 30th.—A general 
alarm was turned in, and all the engines 
in the city responded to the call. The im ­ 
prisoned printers gathered at the windows 
in the south end and shrieked wildly, 
despairingly for aid. 
“H urry ladders, for 
God’s sake ! ” was shrieked w ith all the 
vehemence and power that the anguished 
dozens in peril of their lives could muster. 
The vast crowd from the opposite side 
viewed the fire wreak its work, and shouted 
words of encouragement and good spirits 
to them in the strenuous endeavors to 
buoy them up. 


T H E L O N G ‘LADDER 
Seemed to move up at a snail's pace, but 
it was finally rested iu position and the 
crowd begand to descend, the flames m ak­ 
ing steady encroachments in the corner 
where the frightened men had huddled. 
Life nets were brought and some were 
saved by this means. 
The entire building at this writing, less 
thai! an hour, is a mass of ruins. 
Sparks 
are flying in all directions and the adjoin­ 
ing buildings, occupied by a restaurant, sa­ 
loon and tailor store, are doomed. 
The Tribune building was live years old. 


A BRICK STRUCTURE 
And valued at $300,000. 
The loss will probably reach $1,000,000. 
The insurance has not been ascertained. 
A t the Morgue iay five bodies. That of 
Professor Olsen was inclosed in a plain 
pine coffin. On the floor is the body of 
Jerry Jenkinson. a compositor on the Tri­ 
bune, a young m an who was shortly to 
have been m arried. Beside him are two 
bodies, so 
BLOATED AND BURNED, 
W ith the blood still oozing from their ter­ 
rible wounds, that thus far they have not 
been recognized. 
On two tables are the corpses of Robert 
McCrutcheon, a compositor, and Milton 
Pickett, a reporter on the Piimcer Press. 
Jenkinson endeavored to m ake his escape 
on the heavy telegraph wires. 
H e clam ­ 
bered down a short way and was unable to 
retain his hold, and was obliged to drop to 
the ground. 
W hen picked up he was 
dead. 
McCrutcheon jum ped aud was in­ 
stantly killed. 
Jam es F. Igoe, the Associated Press tele­ 
grapher, made vain endeavor to escape by 


c o m in g d o w n t h e w ir e s . 
H e had descended till w ithin fifty feet of 
the ground, when he was compelled to 
loosen his hold. 
A nother whose name could not be learned 
appeared at the window, and not seeing the 
ladder the firemen were raising, apparently 
lost his senses, and drawing a revolver from 
his pocket, placed it to his head and sbct 
himself. 
W. H. Hoover and W. H . W illiams, the 
latter the foreman ot the composing-room, 
were taken off jnst in time to escape aclond 
of flame that swept the window in which 
they were standing. W illiam s was badly 
burned. 
Jim m y Kohl, the messenger boy on the 
Tribune, is said to be missing. The build­ 
ing burned with such rapidity that the oc­ 
cupants were enveloped in flames and 
smoke almost before they were aware of i t 
The sixty-five 
m en 
working on the 
seventh floor made a dash in a body for 
the stairways. 
Forty made the run safely 
and got out. The rest made frantic efforts 
get through 
to I 
THE BLINDING SMOKE. 
Five of these were cut off at the fourth 
floor and jumped to the pavement. Three 
ot them were badly hurt and the other 
two were killed. 
A. J. Blethen, proprietor of the Tribune, 
says he heard the cry, “fire,” and started 
down to investigate. On the third floor be 
fonnd the flames bursting oat of the Union 
League rooms. Some men were trying, 
unsuccessfully,tosubduethem . H ejum ped 
into the elevator to get the fire extinguisher 
which he supposed was on the fourth floor 
and started up after it. 
Before reaching 
the supposed location of the extinguisher 
he was half suffocated by the dense smoke 
and compelled to leave the building, which 
speedily burned down. 
Blethens is of the opinion that eleven 
lives have been last.

N e w Y o r k , November 30th.—The west* 
ern circuit wires of the Associated Press 
were burdened w ith outgoing m atter to­ 
night, and the sending operator, Chandler, 
was hurrying the lads along the line. 
Suddenly Chandler paused and shut his 
key. Associated Press telegrapher Igoe, at 
M inneapolis, had “ broken," and all the 
m en on the line had paused, like Chandlei, 
to listen. 
“ There is a fire on this floor of the 
Tribune building,” said Igoe on the wire, 
"a n d i'm on the seventh.” Then, after a 
m om ent’s pause, he added, “ Go ahead/’ 
Chandler began again, and in another 
brief space yielded to Cleveland, who had 
a “ ru sh ” dispatch, aud this was all on 
Cleveland’s message that Igoe received 
“Cleveland, Ohio. Captain Joseph Moffat, 
a well-known lake man, was killed to-day 
by falling into the hold of his vessel.” 
Just there Igoe “ broke.” 
"Boys,” he 
ticked on the wire, and tüere was another 
brief pause and all the men on the circuit 
were listening with interest: 
“Boys, I ’ve got to stand you off. I’m the 
only one left on this floor. 
Everybody is 
gone aDd I can’t stay any longer.” 
“Click,” shut went his key, and some op­ 
erator on the line quickly “opened” arid 
shouted after Igoe, as it were, “ Take the 
m achine along—save the m achine,” refer­ 
ring to the type-w riting machine, but there 
was no response. The clicking instrum ent 
had ticked its half jocular message in an 
empty room. Near by sat the machine 
and the last item taken, which was the 
Cleveland item about a violent death. 
Then the work went on again, and no 
one of his colleagues thought seriously of 
Igoe's “good by” until there came bulletins 
of the loss of life, and among them a 
bulletin stating the fact that poor Igoe had 
stayed too long. 
Those 200 last words he rem ained to take 
were fatal. They cost him his life, and the 
men at their keys were grave as they 
worked on to “good night.” 


A D D R E SSIN G T H E JU R Y . 


S ta te’s A tto r n e y L o n g en eck er's O p en in g 
In th e C ronin C ase. 


C h ic a g o , November 30th.—At the open­ 
ing of the Cronin trial this m orning State's 
Attorney Longenecker resumed his address 
to the jury. 
He went over the testimony 
regarding the meetings of Camp 20, Clan- 
na-Gael, at which it was charged that 
Cronin was a spy of Beggs, of the defense 
of A lexander Sullivan, of Coughlin trying 
to poison the mind» of patriotic Irishm en 
against Cronin. Sum m oning this section 
of the case up, he said : 
"Singular, is it not, that on the 8th day 
of February a motion was made for a com­ 
mittee in Camp 20? On the 16th of Febru­ 
ary Senior Guardian Beggs is writing about 
the m atter to Edward Spellman, on the 
17th he again writes about it. It is on the 
19th that the flat is rented at 119 Clark 
street. On the 20th the carpet is nailed 
down. 
Oc the 22d of February lieggs de­ 
fends the triaDgle, and on the 1st day of 
March this m an Coughlin, who is now on 
trial for his life, denounces Dr. Cronin as a 
spy. 
The State’s A ttorney proceeded by say­ 
ing that it was in evidence that Beggs re­ 
ported to Spellman on April 29th, saying 
the Cronin m atter had been amicably set­ 
tled, and proceeded to point out that this 
amicable settlem ent meant that arrange­ 
ments were completed for the m urder. Pro­ 
ceeding to trace the hiring of the flat on 
Clark street, he showed the connection of 
Burke and Kunze therew ith. 
During this Kunze arose and said: “That's 
a lie.” 
Judge Longenecker continued to trace 
the story of the crime, dwelling npon the 
various links in the chain of evidence 
which connected the persons w ith it down 
to the driving away of Coughlin and Cronin 
to the Carlson cottage and the part the 
different prisoners bore iu the tragedy there 
enacted and the subsequent disposition of 
the body. 
Coming down to the contention of the 
defense that the blood in the cottage was 
not hum an, the State’s A ttorney said the 
evidence all tended to show it was hum an 
blood. 
W hy was the floor painted? If it 
was not, he would not take up the tim e of 
the jury to argue that it was anythiug else 
than the blood of Dr. Cronin. 
In closing, the State’s Attorney said: 
“W hen you come to consider the verdict, 
think of that man (Cronin) in the cottage. 
W hen you think of him there, may thsre 
reverberate through your ears the death-cry 
of this m an, who in his last moments 
called upon his God and bis Jesus. T hink 
of those who, w ithout giving him tim e to 
pronounce the other Trinity name, felled 
him to the floor w ith their death-blows. 
T hink of all this, and in the end there will 
be such a verdict, as when his H onor pro­ 
nounces judgm ent upon it, that he, having 
his heart and eye to God, may say: 
’May 
the Lord have mercy on your soul.’ ” 
Judge H ing then began the address on 
behalf of the defense. Commencing with 
Coughlin’s defense, he referred to the vast 
am ount of evidence produced in the case, 
all of it circum stantial, and explained the 
different light in which such evidence 
m ust be considered from that accorded to 
direct evidence. 
He dwelt upon the neces­ 
sity th at the jurors should put aside their 
natural prejudices against these men, on 
account of their nationality and religion, 
and rem em ber that it was natural for them 
to love the home of their birth. 
At this point the Court adjourned until 
Monday.

C A L IF O R N IA R A ISIN S. 


T liey W ill Soon S h u t O ut a ll F o reig n I m ­ 
p o rta tio n s. 


N ew Y o k e , November 30th.—Bradstreet's 
Journal this m orning editorially says : Cal­ 
ifornia is beginning to outstrip Spain in 
the production of raisins. Consul Marston 
of Malaga, indeed, makes the significant 
statem ent that Spanish vine dressers, who 
have suffered of late years from phylloxera, 
have replaced the vines that have been de­ 
stroyed by American stock. 
In 1882 the 
crop of raisins raised in Malaga reached 
1.900.000 boxes, of which there were shipped 
to the U nited States nearly 1,000,000 boxes. 
Since that time the shipm ents to the United 
States have been gradually but steadily de­ 
creasing. 
In 1888, when the production 
amounted to about 700 000 boxes, ODly 
112.000 were exported to this country. 
Marston adds that m any Spaniards pre­ 
dict that the vintage of 1889 will reduce 
still further the purchases made for export­ 
ation to the United States, and that in a 
few years Malaga raisins will be replaced, 
even for consum ption in Spain, by those 
produced in California.

D e n v e r , November 30th.—Fifteen out of 
the seventeen mines in Boulder county 
operated by the Colorado Coal Operatives’

B e r l i n , November 30th.—The Foreign 
Office here has ample reason to accuse the 
Austrians of having broken faith regarding 
the recem Knlnoky-BiMuarck compact, as 
w ithin the present week the leading points 
of the entante have been set aside. 
Em peror Francis Joseph has annulled 
the decision giviDg autonom y to Trentino 
and Count K alnoky’s authorized coarse 
to give quotations of the Bulgarian loan, 
and he has perm itted the A ustrian Consul 
at Sofia to renew his ostentatious intim acy 
with Ferdinand. 
T he check upon Bism arck's diplomaey 
is absolute, and has been the subject of 
constant com m unications between this city 
and Vienna. 
Count K alnoky is reported to have of­ 
fered the statem ent that he was forced to 
depart from the arrangem ent eveu at the 
risk of precipitating a conflict w ith Russia. 
He found both the Austrian and H unga­ 
rian M inisters adverse to the term s of the 
conciliation offered by Russia, and the op­ 
position at Pesth was becoming so strong 
that it threatened to overturn the Tisza 
Ministry. 
Emperor W illiam and Bism arck received 
the explanations in sullen silence. 
H erbert Bismarck wrote to Count K al­ 
noky that the Triple Alliance m ust subm it 
to the renewal of the dangers of the old 
position, aggravated by proofs of the irre­ 
solution of the Austrian policy. 
Prem ier Crispi in a dispatch commented 
upon the increased irritation of the Italians 
over the Trentino affair, and that the net 
result of Bism arck’s conferenc-s with the 
Czar and Count Kalnoky, and their pro­ 
longed intriguing, has intensified the an­ 
tagonism between Austria and Russia, and 
the irritation of Italy and the relaxation of 
the relations of the Dreibnnd. 
H am burg firms receive cipher dispatches 
freely from Rio Janeiro. One dispatch re­ 
ports that in a row in the streets of Rio 
Janeiro, after a public meeting, there were 
cries of “Down with 
the 
Republic!” 
“ Long live Dom Pedro !” etc., and revolv­ 
ers were actively nsed, several persons be­ 
ing killed and m any wounded. 


DOM PEDRO IN TRANSIT. 


T h e D eth ro n ed E m p ero r R efu ses to be 
In te r v iew e d . 


L o n d o n , November 3 0 th —The Portu­ 
guese steam er Alagoas, with ex-Emperor 
Dom Pedro and his party on board, arrived 
at 8t. Vincent to-day. All the members of 
the party are well. 
An attem pt was made 
to interview Dom Pedro concerning the 
events that led to his deposition and exile. 
H e declined, however, to enter into any dis­ 
cussion relative to the revolution, but stated 
that he had been treated with the utmost 
kindness throughout. 
The Alagoas will 
proceed for Lisbon to morrow. 
W hen the steam er arrived at St. Vincent 
she was flying the new flag of the United 
States of Brazil. The flag remained flying 
until the Brazilian Vice-Consul boarded 
her and informed the Captain that the Pro­ 
visional Government had given instruc­ 
tions that the old flag was to be hoisted at 
St. Vincent and L isb o D . 
T he officers of the steamer, not haviDg 
direct orders from Rio Janeiro, declined to 
m ake the change. 
They however im m e­ 
diately sent a cable dispatch to Rio Janeiro 
asking for orders relative to the flag, aud 
pending the arrival of which the Alagoaa 
flies no flag at all. 
The Alagoas was convoyed four and a 
half days from Rio Janeiro by a Brazilian 
man-oi-war. The war ship is much s lo w e r 
than the Alagoas, and the latter’s passage 
was consequently much 
lo D g e r than it 
would otherwise have been. 
Fine weather 
was experienced all the way from Rio 
Janeiro to St. Vincent. 


IN PORTUGAL. 


L is b o n , November 30th. — Beside the 
Brazilian M inisters at all the Capitals of 
Europe, the English, German, Spanish and 
Russian M inister will greet Dom Pedro. 
The Republicans in this country have de­ 
term ined to hold a demonstration íd favor 
ot a provincial Governm ent for Brazil. A 
deputy has been instructed to prepare aD 
address by the Portuguese Republicans. It 
will be signed by all the members of the 
Republican party in Portugal, and will be 
seDt to Rio to the President and Cabinet 
by a special delegation, with all possible 
formality. 
The starting of the delegates for Brazil 
will be m ade the occasion of a great public 
demonstration, hailing the Brazilian Re­ 
public as a benefit to the country and the 
world. The Government fears to suppress 
the dem onstration, thinking it m ight cause 
a general outbreak of the Revolutionary 
party. 
It’ is probable Dom Pedro will be ad­ 
vised not to disem bark at this city, for 
fear his presence might precipitate agita­ 
tion. The Governm ent hopes, by giving 
full play to the desire of the Republicans, 
to m ake a bold showing in favor of the 
Brazilian Republic. 
The present enthusi­ 
asm may spend itself in harm less noise 
and afterward abate. 


IN FRANCE. 


P a r is , November 29th.—At a banquet 
last night, attended by m any Brazilians 
and presided over by Dr. Mercades, speeches 
were made favoring the federation of the 
provinces of Brazil as the best system of 
government for the country. 
Due de Nemours left this city to-day for 
Lisbon, to meet Dom Pedro and lalk with 
him about the succession, if it should prove 
possible to re-establish the Em pire in Bra­ 
zil and put the Orleans family in power 
there. 
If his advice is followed, Dom 
Pedro will issue a manifesto, as if still Em ­ 
peror, abdicating the throne of Brazil in 
favor of the Comtesse d’Eu, his daughter. 
She will, in turn, resign her and Bur hus­ 
band's claim to the throne in favor of her 
son Pedro, who would assume the title of 
Emperor Dom Pedro III. 
The Comte 
and Comtesse of Paris will go to Lisbon 
December 7th. 
SPANISH REPUBLICANS. 


M a d r id , November 30th.—A m eeting of 
Spanish Republicans in this city to con­ 
sider Brazilian affairs was largely attended. 
Resolutions favoring republics and de­ 
nouncing monarchies were adopted. Senor 
Margall made a fiery speech, and predicted 
the early trium ph of a Federal republic in 
Spain 
An address was adopted, to be for­ 
warded to Rio, extending congratulations 
and enconragement to the provisional Gov­ 
ernm ent.
